ANEQ has launched a cam- 
paign against student unem- 
- ployment. The student 
organization set up kiosks at 
campuses across Montreal this 
week to provide information on 
recent changes in unem- 
ployment insurance legislation 
affecting students. A petition 
against the new UIC legislation 
is also being circulated and 
ANEQ is planning a demon- 
stration to further protest the 
UIC cutbacks Friday evening. 

Student unemployment was 
made ANEQ’s priority at a 
congress held March 23 and 24 
where regional mobilization 
committees were set up. 

According to government 
estimates the new UIC law will 
disqualify 260,000 Canadians 
from receiving unemployment 
benefits. Since the legislation 
enacted in January eliminates 
part-time workers from the UIC 
list it will affect students and 
working women primarily, an 
ANEQ spokesperson said. 

Students are now ineligible 
for UIC benefits unless they 
have worked for two con- 
secutive summers. Jobs which 
yield less than 20 hours per 
week no longer entitle em- 
ployees to UIC. Women occupy 
70% of the jobs in this 
category. 

ANEQ is predicting a grim 
summer for students and a 
decline in enrolment next 
September if Quebec students 
aren't given jobs or government 
financial assistance. Last 
summer 40,000 students, 
composing 23% of the 
students on the job market in 
Quebec, were unemployed. 

Student placement bureaus 
are completely impotent, said 
ANEQ spokespersons. Of 
14,000 students who applied to 
Young Canada Works this year 
only 5,000 gained approval. 

The ANEQ congress came 
out strongly against Katimavik, 
a federal program to employ 
youth aged 18 to 21 for nine 
month periods. ANEQ labelled 
the program exploitative 
because the 10,000 youths it 
currently employs are paid less 
than $1 per day "under con- 
ditions of quasi-military 
discipline". The program 
awards a bonus of $1,000 to 
those who complete the 9 
months in an isolated northern 
community. After the 9 months 
are up the youths, still 
ineligible for UIC, "have little 
choice but to join the army", 
said an ANEQ spokesperson. 

The ANEQ kiosk set up at 
McGill Tuesday collected 45 
signatures on a petition against 
UIC Law C-14.

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Looking back: the year’s big stories

The big news stories on campus aren’t 
always as easy to spot as those In the 
outside world. Two popes did not die at 
McGill this year, .nor did Hlllel and the 
'Arab Students' Association come to any 
new and surprising agreements. This 
doesn't mean, however, that nothing 
exciting ever happens at McGill. On the 
contrary there was plenty of action 
Inside the Roddick Gates this year. The 
following is a recap of some of the more 
Important events covered by Volume 68 
of the McGill Dally. 

McGill’s own referendum 
A student group to which McGill does 
not belong received an enormous 
amount of on-campus attention this 
year. It began In October when the 
Students’ Society External vice-presi- 
dent, Ted Claxton, recommended to 
-Council that McGill not join L’Associa- 
tion Nationale des Etudiants du Québec 
(ANEQ) because of Its large CEGEP 
membership. "The CEGEPs have shown 
a tendency to favour dogmatic and 
often unrealistic policies rather than 
policies more within the realms of 
possibility," wrote Claxton in a brief 
submitted to Council. While most 
councillors seemed to agree wllh 
Claxton ipembership. in ANEQ 
Wotild'not be a good thing for McGill 
there was also plenty of opposition. A 
pro-referendum .committee was formed 
to call for a referendum on ANEQ. The 
committee emphasized that it was not, 
at that point, advocating membership In 
ANEQ but rather the students' right to 
decide whether or. not McGill should 



March held last November to protest the provincial government's current loans and bursaries program. The campaign for a 
more generous program was ANEQ organized and most Quebec universities and CEGEPs participated although McGill did 
not. 

referendum declared null and void 
because Council had spent a conser- 
vatively estimated $200 on ads and 
posters advising students to vote "no 
way" to ANEQ. While several council- 
lors agreed that these were not the 
fairest tactics they did not think It was 
an Issue worth voiding the referendum. 

So as of now McGill Is not a member 
of ANEQ and won't be, at least for next 
year. 



In January, faced with a 700-slg- 
nature petition, Council did an about- 
face and decided to hold a referendum 
on the ANEQ Issue. But still there was 
trouble. Members of the pro-referen- 
dum committee and others accused the 
Students’ Society of trying to rig the 
referendum by linking the question of 
membership In ANEQ to a fee increase.

Johnston Is one of the youngest 
university heads In Canada. Educated 
at Harvard and Cambridge, Johnston 
was the top choice of the 110 
candidates considered by the Com- 
mittee to select a new principal. While 
Johnston has been relatively close- 
mouthed about his future plans for 
McGill he did reveal In an Interview 
earlier this year that he does not favour 
faculty unionization. Johnston feels 
that unions based on the industrial 
model do not have a place in academia. 

He fears that teachers’ unionization 
could lead to universities being run like 
Industry. 



McGill avoids cutback Issue 
Cutbacks In university funding affect 
students all across Canada. Inflation 
eats away at the budgets of universities 
and students alike, contributing to a 
generally lower quality of education. 
Earlierthis yearstudents at most Quebec 
CEGEPs and universities staged 
demonstrations and strikes to try and 
obtain a loans and bursaries program 
more favorable to students. At McGill 
no such events occurred until after the 
Christmas break when an open, meeting 
wa§ held to discuss the problem. 
Attendance at the meeting was poor, 
reflecting a general lack of Interest on 
the part of MgGIII students In the cut- 
backs problem.

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Election 1979: Scaling the

Seventy-five Québec seats are up for 
grabs In the upcoming federal election, 
and Trudeau's Liberals say they have a 
good chance of getting at least seventy 
of them. To observers in Québec, 
however, that does not appear to be a 
foregone conclusion. This could be the 
year of the dark horse. 

Five parties are officially in the 
running, three of which say they will 
field a full slate of candidates. The 
Liberals, Progressive Conservatives and 
New Democratic parties are the three 
big name organizations with candidates 
in every constituency. The Social Credit 
Party, still alive in Québec, Is expected - 
to expand its nine-member stronghold 
to at least 15 seats. A recent arrival on 
the political scene is the Union 
Populaire, a pro-separatist party with 
ambitions. UP officials say they will - 
soon have candidates in all 75 constitu- 
encles. 

The latter two parties could be the 
monkey wrench In a well-oiled Liberal 
machine. To Quebec voters who have 
had enough of Trudeau, think Joe Clark 
is as superficial as he Is thin and 
consider the NDP a wasted ballot, the 
Social Credit and the UP may be 
reasonable alternatives. 

There is more, however, than the 
general unattractiveness of the three 
major parties to lead votersMo support 
the Socreds and the UP. Both parties 
have Québec nationalist platforms and 
will campaign for, at the very least, 
federal recognition of Québec’s right to 
self-determination. A poli published in 
La Presse last November Indicated 
Québec voterVare willing to support a 
federal party embracing such a view. 
Twenty-five per cent of the respondents 
said they would support and 21 % said 
they might support an independentist 
party, in a federal election. 

Political weather forecasts rarely go 
unnoticed and when Québec’s profes- 
sional party organizers saw which way 
the wind was blowing, wheels started 
turning. A sure 25%, and a possible 
46%, of the vote Is worth gambling for. 
The upshot was the birth of the UP and 
a frantic search by the Socreds for a 
credible nationalist leader. The search 
ended last Friday when Fabien Roy, 
sitting MNA for the Beauce region, 
formally accepted Interim party' 
leadership. 

Preparations for the election began 
long ago. All parties are working at .a 
steady pace choosing candidates, 
organizing workers and defining their 
platforms. The Dally contacted the five 
parties for an assessment of what is to 
come. 

Liberals 

Liberal party Communications Direc- 
tor Mark Parson says his organization Is 
"ready to fight." He says 18 new people 
have been nominated to run under the 
Liberal banner. Another 20 nominating 
conventions are presently in the works 
and the party expects to have its full 
slate laid out within the next three 
weeks. 

Parson says the Liberal "Inside 
slogan" Is 75 for 75. He says the party 
“stands a very good chance of getting 
70 seats." 

In the 1974 election the Liberals were 
successful In 67 ridings. Resignations, 
political rewards and other phenomena

have since reduced that figure to 63. 

Eight of the 63 are cabinet ministers, 
seven of whom are seeking re-election. 
Jean-Plerre Goyer, Minister of Supply 
and Services, has announced he is with- 
drawing from the political arena. 

It has long been assumed that the 
Liberals would' focus their campaign on 
national 'unity, and Trudeau's state- 
ments at his first campaign press 
conference confirmed this view. In 
addition, he said, energy and the 
economy would be important electoral 
issues for the party; 

PCs 

The Progressive Conservatives re- 
ceived 22% of the popular vote In 
Québec in the last election. This time 
around, says Jean Dugré, PC General 
Secretary, "we expect at least 10% 
more." 

That 22% translated into only three 
seats, one of which has since been lost.. 

The PCs have nominated 42 can- 
didates so far says Dugré, and expect to 
nominate another 18 within the next 
two weeks. Pressed to give a realistic 
estimate of the number of seats they 
have a good chance of winning, Dugré 
says “maybe fifteen." 

The PCs Intend to fund their Québec 
campaign to the hilt. Dugré says they 
will spend the "maximum amount 
allowable in each riding." 

New campaign financing legislation 
In effect for this election limits the 
amount each party can spend. The 
spending ceilings are determined ac- 
cording to the number of eligible voters 



In each polling division. For example, in 
the Montréal Notre Dame de Grâce con- 
stituency with 247 polling districts, 
each party is permitted to spend 
$27,850. In the event the candidate 
receives at least 15% of the popular 
vote, the federal government will re- 
imburse him/her for approximately 
50% of campaign expenditures. In 
NDG, if a candidate spends the 
maximum ammount allowable, the re- 
Jmbursement will be $13,472. 

Dugré says the average spending 
celling is about $25,000. 

The PC campaign Issues have already 
been worked out says Dugré. Basically 
there is but one Issue: the economy. 
Unemployment and. Inflation are what 
voters are concerned about, he says. 
“People want to know If there will be 
Jobs for their children." 

NDP 

In spite of an uninspiring turnout of 
less than 100 delegates at a province- 
wide convention two weeks ago the 
NDP remains confident that It will be 
able to field a full slate of 75 can- 
didates. The NDP’s chief organizer In 
Québec, Denis Faubert says "people are 
pouring In" although only 20 have been 
nominated so far. He says that NDP has 
to offer Québecers the opportunity to 
vote for the party. "Even if some of our 
candidates do not run a campaign," 
he says, “the party name must appear 
on the ballots." 

The NDP received 11% of the popular 
vote in the last election. 

The provincial convention was held In 



Vlctorlavllle last week to plan campaign 
strategy and choose a new leader. 
Jean-Denis Lavlgne, who represented 
the NDP in Lotblnlçre in last year’s 
by-elections, was chosen as the new 
provincial chief. 

The most encouraging development 
of the convention was a public declara- 
tion of support for the NDP from Louis 
Laberge, head of the Québec Federation 
of Labor. Laberge, president of Qué- 
bec's largest trade union, says his 
organization will support the NDP In 
ridings where "we can expect results." 

Faubert says the NDP is also 
receiving support from the Teachers 
Union and the United Auto Workers.Jn 
fact, he says, the president of a UWA 
local, Normand Labrle, is running for 
the NDP against Francis Fox In Blaln- 
vllle-Deux Montagnes. Faubert says the 
UAW has a strong base of support In 
the riding and that Labrle will give Fox a 
run for his money. 

The one big name candidate the party 
managed to attract In the Montréal 
area was consumer advocate Phil 
Edmonston. Nationally known for his 
work with the Automobile Protection 
Association, Edmonston has since 
bowed out of the campaign due to "per- 
sonal reasons." Faubert Is quick to add 
however, that Edmonston remains a 
committed supporter of the party. 

This year’s campaign strategy, says 
Faubert, is to "put a lot of time In 
selective ridings." He says the party will 
concentrate on “less than 10 constitu- 
encies.” 

Faubert says NDP provincial cam 
palgn funding Is in "the six-figure" 
range. 

The party platform worked out at the 
conference focuses on economic Issues 
as they relate to social questions: 
"women and unemployment, students 
and unemployment." There will be a 
strong emphasis on women’s rights 
says Faubert. 

During the election campaign the 
NDP plans to release "one sectoral 
paper per week." The sectoral papers 
will delineate the party’s policy position 
for each sector of the economy. Two of 
the first papers will deal with textiles 
and shipbuilding. The party employed r 
similar strategy In last year’s by-elec 
tions. 

Social Credit 

«'{The Social Credit Party's fortunes In 
.the rest of.Canada may seem dismal, 
blit In Québec the party remains a force 
to be reckoned with. In 1974 the 
Socreds won all their 11 seats in 
Quebec and came in second In 19 other 
francophone ridings. This time around, 
with the benefit of a popular leader and 
a nationalistic stance, organizers are 
hoping for anywhere from 15 to 25 f 
seats. 

Preparing for this election, regional 
differences flared up and the parlia- 
mentary caucus decided to split the 
party along linguistic lines and run 
separate campaigns. The Québec wing, 
finally unburdened of the nagging con- 
cern of how to maintain life in the 
party’s western region, is retrenching 
and optimistic about the electoral 
outcome. 

New leader Fabien Roy, formerly of 
the provincial Parti National Populaire, 
brings a strong rural base of support to 
the party. The night he accepted the 
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.. Socred leadership, Roy said the party 
is sure of getting "15 seats.” He added 
that there is a good possibility for 
another 10 seats. 

According to The Gazette the new 
4 leader says he will campaign for the 
r- rights of all provinces to "self-deten- 
mlnatlon." He says the federal govern- 
ment must be at the "service of the 
provinces,” and that any further efforts 
"to reduce the provinces to admlnistra- 
-• tlve branch offices, will bring down the 
i whole political structure." 

The party has not yet decided how 
many candidates it will field In the 
■‘"-^coming election. Support, however, Is 
rapidly building and there are plenty of 
warm bodies willing to ride Roy’s coat- 
. tails. 

* Union Populaire 

The Union Populaire, formed last 
June, is the unknown element In the 
-** upcoming election, (tenri Laberge, 
president of the party, says 45 UP can- 
didates have already been selected and 
À that Intentions are to field a full slate. 

« The candidates, he says, are a 
mélange of political and non-polltlcal 
types and Include Parti Québécois party 
.4 members. There are no formal ties with 
the PQ party or government. 

One of the best-known figures the 
party has enlisted Is François Albert 
' Angers. An economist, early nationalist 
. and prominent figure in the Société St- 
’ 4 Jean Baptiste de Montréal, Angers is a 
4 personality familiar to most Québecers. 
Another big name said to be toying with 
joining the party is federal Social Credit 
member René Matte. Laberge refused to 
confirm or deny Matte’s potential 
candidacy. 

* On the political spectrum, says 
i; Laberge, aside from the constitutional 
question, "the NDP Is the party we most 
,4 closely resemble." If any of the party 
members are elected, he says, It' Is 
possible they "might cooperate with the 
NDP." 

4 "The purpose of the party," says 
« Laberge, "is not to realize indepen- 
’ '* dence but to make sure the federal 

- - government does not interfere If the 

Québec people express a desire for 
Independence." He says the UP will be 
"fighting for as much autonomy for 
/ Québec as possible within the present 
, constitution." 

Two of the Issues Laberge says the 

- * party will make part of its platform are a 



defence of civil rights and separate, 
Québec labor bargaining units. 

Laberge Is optimistic about his 
party’s chances in the election. He says 
In most of the francophone ridings the 
UP “Is In a position to become the 
principal opposition party." Laberge 
figures the possibility of electing "five 
to ten" members Is not remote. He 
added that, regardless of the electoral 
outcome, the party Intends to remain 
active. 



The other wild card In the coming 
election Is the PQ. There has been 
speculation that the PQ will actively 
support the anti-Uberal vote. PQ party 
members, however, say otherwise. 
They argue that it would be wiser to 
maintain a hands-off policy and thus 
avoid handing Trudeau a volatile 
election Issue. That, apparently, is the 
official party position. Collectively and 
publicly that position may well be 
followed. Individually and privately, 



however, the 188,000 dues-paylng PQ 
members constitute a formidable voting 
bloc. If Peqplstes decide to back, 
riding by riding, the candidate most 
likely to defeat Incumbent Liberals 
(rumour has It this Is unofficial PQ 
policy), then Trudeau is in trouble. The 
Liberal "fortress Québec” Is under 
assault. And If Trudeau suffers sub- 
stantial Quebec losses in the May 22 
election, he will have become a prophet 
In a wilderness of his own making. 



Meanwhile on the West Coast ... 



(CUP)— If the upcoming federal elec- 
tion Is a close race— and Indications are 
that It will be— the nation's eyes will 
turn to BC as the last ballots are 
counted and the election's last results 
come In. 

And, if BC becomes the kingmaker of 
the election with Its 28 seats, the odds 
are that Pierre Trudeau will be deposed. 

Although the Liberals are hoping to 
hold the eight seats they got In 1974, 
Insiders admit the Grits could lose all 
but one of the ridings. The Conser- 
vatives and NDP smell blood and are 
aiming for a big kill. 

An Indication of the trouble the 
Liberals are In can be seen In an 
analysis of the 1974 election results, 
when there were 23 seats before federal 
redistribution added five more. Thé 
Tories took 13, the Liberals eight, and 
the NDP two. 



But more informing Is the also-ran 
situation. The Conservatives placed 
first or second In 20 of 23 ridings. The 
Liberals were first or second In 19, but 
four of those were behind the Tories by 
at least 20 pèrcentage points. The NDP, 
which lost four close upset victories to 
the Grits, ran first or second In seven 
ridings. 

The possibility of losing every seat 
except Vancouver Centre, where former 
mayor and investment counsellor Art 
Phillips will easily take over from Ron 
Basford, has Liberal organizers frantic. 
Even more frightening to them was 
Trudeau's surly performance in Van- 
couver in March, when he was 
supposed to build up the party's 
sagging Image. 

Trudeau won few votes at the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia, where a 
rowdy, heckling crowd packed Into a 



What’s up in Ontario 



(CUP)— Were last October’s by-elec- 
tlons a forecast of May 22? That's the 
question occupying organizers for all 
three major parties in Ontario. 

With last year’s redistribution, Metro 
Toronto now has 23 seats, and all three 
parties agree that Metro will be the main 
battleground In Ontario during this 
spring’s federal election. 

At present, the Liberals have 13 seats 
In Metro, while the Tories hold six and 
the NDP two. The conservatives are 
optimistic about their chances In 
Toronto after the Oct. 16 by-electlons, 
when, under the leadership of former 
Toronto Mayor David Crombie, they 
took five seats from the Liberals. 
Moreover, according to the most recent 
Gallup Poll, the PCs are ahead of the 



Liberals In Ontario overall. 

In the by-elections* the PCs eliminat- 
ed such Liberal competition as former 
Scarborough Mayor Paul Cosgrove and 
former University of Toronto President 
John Evans. Now they have their eyes 
set on the seats of several cabinet 
ministers, Including Energy Minister 
Alastalr Gillespie and Secretary of State 
John Roberts. 

The NDP Is also hoping to Improve on 
the two ridings It now holds in Metro. 
Toronto and Southern Ontario have 
been traditional centres of strength for 
the party, and York Centre, York South, 
York West, and Etobjcoke-Lakeshore 
are considered potential gains by the 
party. To help them in their campaign, 
the NDP. now has a bigger campaign 
continued on page 12 
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room three sizes too small, easily 
brought out the prime minister’s volatile 
temper. After giving several sarcastic 
answers to students' questions and 
calling one questioner a "creep", 
Trudeau regained control and apolo- 
gized. But the damage was done. ‘ 

While the Liberals scramble, the NDP 
Is opting for a low-key approach, led 
by Ed Broadbent downplaying the 
“socialist" tag given the party- and 
concentrating on fiscal mismanage- 
ment of the economy, unemployment, 
foreign takeover and BC's fishing 
industry, low wage settlements forced 
by the Liberals’ Imposition of wage 
controls, and basically ignoring consti- 
tutional Issues. 

The NDP Is also taking pot-shots at 
the Tories, especially the Inadequacies 
of leader Joe Clark, but realize the 
Liberals’ turf Is theirs for the taking. 

And the "social democrats", moving 
towards the middle ground In the 
political spectrum, didn’t exist last 
election to help them take a good share 
of BC’s seats. 

First, organized labour has directly 
aligned Itself with the NDP. While some 
fear a non-labour backlash vote, the 
considerable funds and resources of the 
BC Federation of Labour and Canadian 
Labour Congress affiliates in heavily- 
unionized BC (40 per cent of the work 
force) will be Invaluable. 

The NDP Is also counting on picking 
up a backlash vote of its own, 
courtesy of Premier Bill Bonnet’s Social 
Credit government. The Socreds, after 
taking the reins of power from NDP 
Leader Dave Barrett In 1975, have 
embarked on an austerity program that 
has cost them many votes. While 
they’ve built up an Incredible quarter- 
billion dollar surplus to spend In the 
provincial election year, the federal 
election has been called too soon for 
them to buy back people's votes. 

The third factor Is the Election 
Expenses Act, which limits the amount 
parties and candidates can spend on 
campaigning, guarantees TV spots to 
all parties on prime time, and gives 
government subsidies to candidates' 
campaign chests. 

All three factors should aid the NDP 
considerably, as well as working 
against both the Liberals and the 
Conservatives. 

But BC still remains unpredictable. A 
bad mistake by either the Tories or the 
NDP could mean Liberal salvation In the 
province that gave them Margaret 
Trudeau. On the other hand, given 
current trends, the Liberals could end 
up with just one seat, making BC the 
next Western wasteland for the increas- 
ingly-raro Grit polticlans. • • ■ 
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The night the Québécois took on McGill „

Speak White 

et pardonnez-nous de n'avolr pour 
■réponse que les chants rauques de nos

In 1962, René Lévesque came to 
McGill and as he spoke the first words 
of his speech in French, shrill cries of 
('Speak White!') echoed throughout the 
student audience. 

Seven years later, oh the night of 
March 28th, 1969, a pocket of McGill 
students were chanting "0 Canada" and 
“God save the Queen" while 2,707 
armed guards and police, a police 
helicopter, riot trucks and cruisers 
sealed off McGill from 15,000 demon- 
strators who were crying out "McGill 
Français, McGill aux Québécois". 

Inside the Roddick Gates, the Arts 
Building contained the university ad- ’ 
ministration's command post for Opéra- 
tion McQIII (the police for the defence 
of McGill). In the Senate Chambers, a 
special telephone switchboard was 
installed to provide contact with police 
headquarters and the 93 campus 
buildings. 

At the helm of the switchboard was 
McGill’s Principal Rocke Robertson. 
Vice-principal Robert Shaw and a group 
of top police, legal and PR consultants. 
They, with the Trudeau Liberals, the 
Union Nationale Party in Québec and ' 
Mayor Drapeau had plotted out the 
massive para-military defence plan for 
that spring night. To do everything from 
weldlngdown the manholes on campus 
to hiring police dogs for patrol, McGill 
had spent $20,000, and > the police 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Trudeau, the UN, Drapeau and McGill 
had all been targets of militant 
Québécois nationalists and leftists 
demanding reform throughput the 
1960s. McGill was a powerful symbol of 
English dominance in Québec at the 
time, and the massive turnout for the 
march seemed to add legitimacy to the 
demand that McGill become a French- 
language institution In three years. 

The governments and the police 
forces had a perfect chance to 
undermine the Indépendantistes. Can- 
ada’s media predicted a violent English- 
French clash when no one really wanted 
to witness a bloody confrontation. But 
any violence, no matter who Initiated It, 
would discredit the marchers and their 
cause. 

VP Robert Shaw, the administration’s 
"hard-liner", held press conferences 
weekly before the night, stressing .the 
marchers’ “violent Intention." 

The Students' Society refused to fund 
a mass-circulated edition of the Dally, 
which sympathized with the alms of 



protest, but outrlghtly rejected vio- 
lence. The Reporter, the administra- 
tion’s newspaper, Ignored the official 
university position and supported some 
of the protesters’ demands. 

And those whose lives would be most 
affected, McGill students, were unsure, 
Insecure and confused about the 
march. The leading forces on campus— 
the Radical Students' Alliance, the 
Students for a Democratic University 
and the McQIII Dally— had all been In 
conflict with the administration over 
Issues ranging from the Vietnam War to 
university decision processes. Stanley 
Gray and his breed of English leftists 
were firmly committed to an Interpre- 
tation of McGill as the symbol of 
English privilege in Québec society. 
The university, according to Gray, had 
played an Important role in maintaining 
'more than 200 years of economic 
exploitation and national oppression’. 

These Ideas worried many of the 
privileged English students of McGill. 

"It scared a lot of English leftists 
away," says Robert Chodos, a Daily 
editor of the era. 

"Many people who supported other 
things decided this was where they 
drew the line. It was hard to get the 
English to separate themselves from 
the English minority privileges". 

A culmination 

At other Québec universities both 
francophone and anglophone students 
,-y/ere fighting for a voice In university 
affairs. University administrations on 
both sides backed hierarchical govern- 
ing structures. 

. Cuba, the Vietnam War, nuclear arms 
protests pitted the establishment 
against reformist students. 

Francophone students had staged 
tumultuous protests against Bill 63, a 
Union Nationale law which firmed up* 
the English privilege In education and 
language. Groups such as the Mouve- 
ment pour l'Intégration Scolaire (MIS) 
demanded that the government halt the 
decline of the French minority In 
Canada by requiring Immigrants to go 
to French schools. 

For francophones, McGill was the 
embodiment of the repression since 
1834, when Lord Durham recommended 
the British rulers assimilate the Québé- 
cois. ' i 

McGill Français seemed to be a 
logical conclusion to a decade 1 of 
student protest. But the demonstration- 
never followed up. The next protests 
were over the loans and bursary system 
In 1974. 

The flurry of political events from 
1969 to 1974, and especially those of 
October 1970, seemed to have taken 
away from the importance of McGill 
Français. Perhaps It can now be hailed 
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as the last symbolic protest in Québec 
student politics. 

Thé politics of education 

In the newly-established CEGEPs, 
first graduating classes found no places 
In already packed universities. McGill 
had done everything in Its power to 
block the setup of the CEGEP system 
and by the spring of 1969 It was evident 
that McGill would have no places for 
graduating CEGEP francophones. 

The privileges enjoyed by the Québec 
English minority were beyond reason. 
In education they Were striking— 17% 
of the population occupied 42% of all 
university places, and one-third of 
government grants went to English 
higher education. McGill’s budget for 
research, largely supplemented by 
Anglo-capitali8ts, was the size of both 
Laval's and the Université de Montréal’s 
combined. Twenty-six per cent of 
McGill students came from outside 
Québec, while less than 5% of its 
population was francophone. 

McGill, In the final analysis, was 
discriminating against the French ma-, 
Jorlty while enjoying Its taxpayers’ 
money— 10,000 French CEGEP stud- 
ents would have no places. 

McGill Français and Québec 

With all the military power behind 
them, McGIII's-adminlstratlon did not 
have to give In to any of the demands 
which would franclclze McGill, Vice- 
principal Shaw continually pointed out 
that McGill was part of Québec society 
since it had a French Canadian Studies 
department. 

But McGill students scoffed at that 
notion. The centre was awkward and 
inadequate and was seen more as a 
laboratory for examining a species on 
the verge of extinction. 

Oddly enough, It was the establish- 
ment's own scare tactics that shook 
things up. The marchers were determin- 
ed to stage a peaceful demonstration 
and except for a handful of reactionary, 
right-wing nationalists who clashed 
with police, there wa3 no violence to 
speak of. 

The English press used the few 
violent clashes to portray the whole 
movement as dangerous and counter- 
productive. 

The Montreal Gazette got Its signals 
corssed, when the first edition the 
following day said exaçtly the opposite 
of what the paper had predicted. The 
early edition said that the demonstra- 
tion was peaceful but It was "corrected" 
in a later edition to portray the march as 
violent. 

As Robert Chodos says: "The 
by the establishment to smash the 
extra-parliamentary left was a failure". 

French-Canadian nationalism was 
solidly ingrained In Québec at the time 
and all its opponents hoped to push It 
Into a corner, and characterize It as 
racism and reaction. 

The late Jean-Guy Cardinal, Québec 
education minister at the time, was 
seen as a potentially dangerous leader 
by leftists. 

Malcolm Reid, a Qlobe and Mall 
reporter covering McGill Français, says 
Cardinal could have led a right wlno 
movement "which would link reaction 
w th nationalism at a time when left 
wing nationalism was on the rise."

McGill : changes now and then 

Principal Robertson’s Initial response! 
to the demonstration was that it woulc 
change nothing. 

In a Daily Interview after the night, 
Robertson stated: "The demonstration 
was In the main a peaceful one, and we| 
have no urgent response at all". 

Robertson's view then sums up 
McGill's attitude: "The McGill Français 
demands Just weren’t sensible. We had] 
hoped to become competent in French, 
and to maintain good connections wHh 
the government, but we were built on 
English. 

“There were a lot of keen fellows 
around McGill— such as Stanley Gray— 
who caused a great fuss but dldn 
change any attitudes.” 

McGill today, according to Principal 
Bell, is "no longer the bastion ol 
English Québec but Engllsh-speakln 
Québec Is the bastion of McGill". 

As In 1969, the PQ and McGill are 
allies In Québec society. The PQ dis- 
associated itself from the march 
labelling It counterproductive. 

When differential fees were Introduc- 
ed last year, McGill’s administrators 
didn’t oppose them. This year the PO 
appeared to return some political 
debits when the government backed 
down on Medical student quotas.. 

Dimitri Roussopoulos, a pro-march 
writer at the time, says McGill Français 
began the process of the McGill 
administration’s "ass-licking of Québec 
—they hold the old line publicly but 
behind the scenes they negotiate". 

At present, McGill as a university Is 
still privileged. It receives 16% of lha 
Québec government grants and lion's 
share of research grant funds from the 
PQ. 



It has the highest percentage of nom 



Quebecers— 22%— and every year 
alumni and English corporations sink 
millions into research at McGill while 
forgetting the French universities, f 
recent fund drive just collected s 
healthy sum of $25 million. 

McGill has shown flexibility, In that il 
has taken in over 4,000 French-speaking 
students. But, for the most part, Ik 
students wish to remain isolated fronr 
Québec and the political, social and 
cultural qualities cannot seem to sink 
Into the McGill community. 

Much like that spring night ten yeafl 
ago when droves of demonstrators triea 
to bring McGill into modern-day 
Québec, many such as Stanley Gray w n 
continue to help anglophones adapt to 
Québec.

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But guilt— guilt is not a banished 
emotion. When the good things of the 
world are all hogged by one group, and 
another group is left out, it’s okay to 
feel a bit of guilt if you discover yourself 
linked up with the haves. That Is what 
happened to me; I began my Quebec 
explorations under call of duty, but by 
now I like the place, like it because of 
the way people talk in restaurants, the 
shape of the houses, the rhymes the 
kids skip rope to. I get lonely for it when 
I’m away. 

Stanley Ryerson was another case; 
he was the half-French, half-English 
Canadian. His English half was one of 
the most lofty, most public-spirited, 
most Protestant families In the coun- 
try’s history, and it tended to dominate. 
(It was the family of Egerton Ryerson, 
the Methodist preacher who agitated 
for a public school system in 19th- 
century Ontario.) But the French side 
was what made him most useful to the 
Communisty Party, to which he con- 
verted, back before the War. He became 
the party’s French Canada expert, and 
wrote a book called French Canada for 
the party publishing house. I leafed 
through this book in the Coloniale 
Avenue apartment of some Young 
Communist League friends from McGill 
back In the ’60s. 

The book horrified me. I was just 
awakening to the anti-colonial view of 
Quebec, In which the Quebec figures 
who had served as conciliators between 
the two language groups were seen as 
the worst mystifying traitors of the 
whole story. And here was Ryerson 
praising Sir Wilfred Laurier as a 



Jewish. He was telling me that the 
young Montreal Jews in the New Left 
did feel they had a special tradition they 
were carrying on in our demonstrations 
and manifestos. But he was also telling 
me that they were damned if they were 
going to let a sedate social-democratic 
goy from Ontario hold forth on their 
tradition. On their relationship with 
French Canada. For at .thls stage he 
perhaps felt I was too enthusiastic 
about Quebec and Its nationalism. 

And finally he was telling me that if I 
could take all this and not get too mad, 
we could be friends. Later, maybe he 
would confide to me whether his family 
was In the Communist Party in the days 
of Tim Buck or not. 

Stan, where are you? I’m still waiting 
• for our friendship to reach that stage. 
Maybe you're still on the subscription 
list of Peace News; that might be a way 
of reaching you.

The peaceniks, on the other hand, 
were of an anarchist tendency. Their 
philosophy’s links with the working 
masses had died around 1905. They had 
to look elsewhere for support and 
security. They looked to the cultural 
patchwork of oppressed peoples. Latin 
Americans, blacks, Indians, Irish 
Catholics, Québécois. In these cultural 
dissidences was the moral authority the 
old left took from class loyalties. The 
capitalist world’s youth, in Berkeley and 
Berlin, wanted to wear shaggy clothes, 
smoke forbidden substances, eat 
natural food? They wanted these things 
because they wanted to be themselves. 
Well, the Québécois were also trying to 
be themselves. 

Even those who scoffed at the 
Quebec left and its Marxism were 
embarrassed that they didn’t speak 
French, and never, on the New Left, did 
you hear the old Engllsh-Canadian plea 
that Quebec French wasn't real French. 
These people formed the audience for 
my book about the ragged French and 
forbidden politics of Quebec youth In 
the '60s, and these influences made 
Stan Gray from a peacenik Into a 
Québécois comrade, out there in front 
of McQIII Français, arms linked with 
Raymond Lemieux (the language-rights 
fighter) and Michel Chartrand (the old 
left-wing nationalist).

Quebec needed Stan Gray, needed a 
flower of radical English Canada to say:

I remember the 
Impatient shake of the head with which 
a woman comrade In the movement 
responded as I and a French-speaking 
friend pleaded the Quebeç case to her 
on a bus rushing past a. particularly 
garish skilled-working-class housing 
development in the North End. How 
could one fight for the workers’ right to 
live in housing like this? This girl was 
from an ethnic Communist family in 
Ontario, so she knew all about workers’ 
rights from childhood. How Impatient 
she was with the Quebec left for being 
just In the process of discovering them!

400 Profs ‘non re-en gaged’

The growing economic 
recession of the past few years 
has had severe effects on the 
viability of the public sector In 
Québec. Social services are 
currently undergoing attack 
from a government concerned 
with little more than a victory in 
the upcoming referendum on 
Sovereignty-Association. 

The CEGEP sector, which 
contains approximately 100,000 






students, has been hard hit 
particularly by cutbacks. The 
Directeur Generale Des En- 
seignants du Québec 
(DGEQ), which administers the 
CEGEPs, has adopted a warlike 
stance in its dealings with 
provincial teachers’ unions. 

Across the province, ap- 
proximately 400 full and part 
time CEGEP professors have 
been “non re-engaged" (fired). 
At Dawson College, the

provincial government recently 
cancelled a 25 million dollar 
project to give the college 
adequatefacilitles. Dawson, the 
largest CEGEP in Québec, is 
currently housed in assorted 
pill factories and office 
buildings. 

In the past six months, DGEQ 
has attempted to subvert the 
functioning of teachers unions 
by stating in effect, that 
colleges are no longer allowed 
to provide local interpretations 
of the system’s collective 
agreement. Because of this 
directivè, CEGEP ad- 
ministrations cannot enter into 
local ententes with their 
respective teachers' unions on 
such “mundane” matters as 
the definition of job security 
and tenure eligibility. 

This policy has had severe 
implications for the staff and 
students at Dawson, where 
teachers have been non re- 
engaged for the upcoming 
academic year.

The Iranian saga: trials and tribulations

Background 

On the cold evening of December 6, 
1978, over 200 Iranian students In 
Montreal joined an estimated 10 million 
Iranians around the world In demon- 
strations protesting the heavy-handed 
government of the Shah of Iran. Instead 
of fading out, the violence which began 
on December 2, the beginning of 
Moharam, the Islamic holy month, 
reached,a crescendo when the monarch 
was forced by his subjects to flee the 
country. 

Twenty-two McGill and Concordia 
students and one Radio Canada Jour- 
nalist were arrested at the site of the 
demonstration and In front of Police 
Station 10 on Boulevard de Maison- 
neuve on charges of disturbing the 
peace. 

Although the Infraction amounts to a 
minor fine for Canadian citizens, the 
charges constituted a major threat to 
the Iranians at the time: the Shah was 
still In power and being found guilty of 
the municipal infraction would have left 
the students open to conviction In a 
criminal court. Under Bill C-24, the 
Canadian Immigration Act, Immigration 
officials can exercise discretionary 
powers and deport the students for their 
mischief. The students feared depor- 
tation would assure torture or death at 
the hands of SAVAK, the Iranian secret 
police. 

The first three students and the 
Journalists appeared in court Friday, 
January 26. At that time the five- 
member defence team pleaded, all 22 
students should be tried together since 
they were arrested together. The judge 
felt the only way for each student to get 
"full Justice" was to be tried separately. 
He did agree, however, that the 22 
students would be tried consecutively 
instead of in groups of two or three on 
nine different dates, as originally 
planned. 

So the Iranians will get a taste of 
Canadian justice when they appear in 
court from April 24 to April 27. Mobarez, 
a representative of the Confederation of 
Iranian students (CIS) spoke to a small 
group of students In the Union Building 
Tuesday about what action the Com- 
mittee to Defend the 23 Arrested will 
take. Mobarez also offered some com- 
ments on the current state of govern- 
ment In Iran.- 

Students not guilty 

A member of the Defence Committee 
said the "students will refuse to plead 
guilty to anything. "The prosecution Is 
on the defensive right now. For exam- 
ple, they have tried to make deals with 
the students, offering to try them in the 
Municipal Court and then not go after 
them in the criminal court." 

"However, the arrests represent a 
breach of the democratic right to 
protest, and the right to free speech. 

The Defence Committee plans 
•another demonstration on April 24 in 
front of the Municipal Court House, and 
is stepping up the circulation of a 
petition calling for the dropping of the 
charges against the Iranians: According 
to Mobarez, 10,000 to 12,000 people 
have already signed the petition, which 
has been circulating since January. 

The Defence Committee sees the 
delay of the trials until after universities 
recess for the summer as a tactic "to 
lessen public support for the students." 

SJ* of. the 22 studepts arrested have 



already gone back to Iran since the 
Shah was deposed. Mobarez feels it is 
now the duty of Iranian students to go 
back to Iran and "help build the 
revolution." As one of two executives of 
CIS Montreal, Mobarez sees his job now 
as "persuading doctors and technicians 
to go back to Iran and help the people. 
There are 18,000 Iranian doctors In the 
US and CIS is trying to raise their 
political consciousness and get them 
back to Iran.” 

The defence never rests 

If the Crown does not drop the 
charges, Mobarez is confident "we can 
stretch out each person's defence into 3 
or 4 days. We think this is a political 
case, and we mean to make a political 
defence." 

The CIS leader hopes the Iranian 
government will Intervene In the trials, 
“because if they do Canada would think 
twice because of the oil." CIS has been 
in contact with the Iranian embassy in 
Canada and feels.the government of the 
Islamic religious leader, the Ayatollah 
Khomeini, which has been lending its 
support to students all over the world 
who were arrested in anti-Shah riots, 
will support the McGill and Concordia 
students. 

The Iranian student leader joked 
about the treatment Iranian students are 
now getting from Immigration officials. 
"They, (the students) are going to 
Immigration and saying, Look, I have 
been working Illegally In the country for

two years, why don't you deport me?"

(One way fare to Iran is $750.) "Well, the 
officials are now saying this is a 
democratic country and the students 
did not have to fear deportation.” 



The role of women 

On Tuesday, March 13, some 60 
women, most of them Western, 
marched from the Roddick gates to the 
House of Iran at the corner of Peel and 
Sherbrooke to protest the treatment of 
women under the new Khomeini 
government. 



Mobarez feels the Western press has 
distorted the role women will play in an 
Islamic republic. CIS's position calls for 
the same freedoms to women as It does 
to men. 

He is quick to ask "what so-called 
freedoms did women enjoy under the 
Shah’s regime? The ability to be 
prostitutes, to be object of pleasure for 
men to do with what they wish? To dress 
in an Immoral way? In capitalist 
countries secretaries have to go to work 
with a lot of makeup and tight dresses 
so they can get a better Job." Mobarez 
then quoted a recent speech on Radio 
Tehran by the new Minister of Labour 
who said all health and other facilities 
of factories will be open to both men 
and women. 

Iran "Is now one of the free areas of 



the middle East and all revolutionary 
movements have their eye on Iran." 
Mobarez expressed sympathy for Af- 
ghanistan and South Vietnam, who 
"should overthrow the rule of Soviet 
fascists." 

"If. Iran has one thing to teach the 
world, it is self-reliance. All peoples of 
the world can learn from Iran. We did 
not wait for help from anybody. People 
Just stood up In the millions against the 
Shah. CIS had always put forth the ideal 
of self-reliance. But we could not 
believe the way the people stood up and 
applied self-reliance. It was theory 
transferred into practice."

through, we will do well in Southern 
Ontario. But It’s very very hard at this 
. time to say." 

Meanwhile, the Liberals are hoping 
that this spring’s election won’t be a 
repeat of the losses suffered In last 
fall’s by-elections. "The by-elections 
were very tough for us," said Donnie 
Right, a policy resource person for the 
Liberal campaign committee. 

But most of the Liberals In the by- 
elections were new candidates running 
for the first time, she said. This time, 
many Toronto Liberal candidates are 
seeking réélection, which Is much 
easier since they are known to their 
constituents. 

A by-election traditionally goes 
against the party in power, she said. 

The economy, energy, and leadership 
will be the big issues In Ontario, all 
three parties agreed, though they put 
different emphasis on each. The Tories, 
as expected, are going after Trudeau 
and the Liberal’s mismanagement of the 
economy. "He has to be accountable for 
a sorry record," says Walter Green, the 
Communications Director for the On- 
tario PC campaign, and the Tories plan 
to dub him a "00670130 baqd", referring 



budget than ever. More than a half 
million dollars will be spent on 
advertising alone, and, for the first 
time, the party will be advertising on 
television. 

According t° Gordon Brlgdon, the 
NDP campaign director for Ontario 
television will help the NDP campaign 
considerably. During the last two to 
hree weeks of each federal election, 
the party s support has usually slipped 
wo to five per cent because of 
television advertising by other parties, 
he said. This shouldn't happen in the 
upcoming election, since the NDP will 
also be launching a TV campaign. 

Another NDP organizer was less 
optimistic, pointing out that redistribu- 
tion has not worked to the NDP’s 
advantage In Toronto. He predicted 
more gains in Industrial areas in the 
south, particularly around Windsor and 
Oshawa and In the north, where, for 
instance, Speaker James Jerome is not 
safe in Sudbury. 

The NDP is relying heavily on labour 
support In this election, and he 
suggested the amount this support 
translates Into votes will make the 
.dlffprene In .Ontario. "If it comes

According to the Dawson 
Teachers’ Union (DTU), these 
non re-engagements constitute 
firings and are a violation of the 
current collective agreement. 
The administration, on the 
other hand, has stated that the 
non re-engagements are in 
compliance with the 
agreement. 

In the face of this 
disagreement, the DTU and the 
Dawson Students' Association 
have requested that the case be 
referred to mediation, as was 
done in a similar case at Vanier 
College last year. The ad- 
ministration has refused 
i_me3Tationand told the DTU if it 
doesn't like this option, It 
should go on strike. 

..--•DTU reaction to this 
ultimatum has been mixed. At a 
study session March 26, 
considerable disenchantment 
was expressed with the 
Dawson administration and 
with DGEQ. However, little was 
proposed in the way of con- 
crete action. Many of the 
teachers In attendance 
questioned the effectiveness of 
using study sessions as a 
bargaining tactic. According to 
one professor, the study 
session resembled nothing 
more “than a $50,000 gift to the N 
administration." (It costs the 
DTU $50,000 a day to take strike 
action.) 

It is true that CEGEP 
enrollments are expected to 



decline dramatically in the next 
decade. However, the presence 
of this phenomenon does not 
explain the actions of either the 
admlnistratipn or DGEQ. 
Similarly, the non re- 
engagement of 16 teachers 
would normally not be con- 
sidered justification for a 
possible unlimited strike by a 
teachers’ union. At $50,000 per 
day, for example, the union 
would conceivably lose an 
amount equal to the total yearly 
payroll of the disputed 
positions after only eight days 



of strike action. 

The prime motivating factor 
behind the behaviour of the 
three groups In question is next 
year's collective agreement. 
The Provincial Teachers’ Union 
(FNEQ) has claimed that 
DGEQ’s attempts to non re- 
engage replacement teachers 
are nothing more than an at- 
tempt at union baiting. Ac- 
cording to Charles Levin, the 
vice-president of the DTU, the 
non re-engagements are 
nothing more than “an attempt

Common Front — strike number three?

When McGill opens again next Sep- 
tember students may be asked to 
respect Common Front picket lines set 
up by McGill maintenance workers. 

Even if Common Front negotiations 
don’t come that close to home, the 
deterioration of social services and the 
threatened disappearance of the right 
to strike will be hot issues for students 
as well as the public at large. 

The government’s hard line on public 
sector contracts and its policy of 
cutbacks in social services are already 
an issue brought into sharp focus by 
Common Front negotiations. 

The formation of the Common Front 
Is a considerable accomplishment -for 
the labour movement. Uniting 200,000 
workers, of whom 72% are women, It is 
the broadest negotiating body in the 
public sector In Canada and probably 
the largest union of women workers in 
North America. It spans three union 
centrals, the Confederation of National 
Trade Unions (CNTU), the Quebec 
Federation of Labour (QFL), and the 
Conseil des Enseignants du Québec 
(CEQ). The Common Front regroups 
85,000 hospital workers, and 65,000 
teachers plus public sector technicians 
and maintenance personnel. 

This year the Common Front contract 
proposal Is being blocked by a govern- 
ment policy of cutbacks In. social 
services. The budget of the Health and 
Welfare Department of the Quebec 
government was 31.1% of the total 
budget In 1975. In 1978 it was reduced 
to 28.2% 



Hospitals: the crux of the confrontation 

Quebec hospitals are being 
dramatically affected by the cutbacks 
and it is here that the toughest 
negotlatlons'of the Common Front will 
take place. 

Since 1976 2,500 positions have been 
abolished in Montreal hospitals and 
hospital beds have been reduced by the 
same number. This March Health 
Minister Denis Lazure announced 
another 2,000 hospital positions will be 
eliminated in Montreal by 1981. 

Cutbacks in health services are being 
applied in all provinces, but the effects 
are most severe in francophone 
hospitals In Quebec. The national 
average of hospital beds per 1,000 
population Is 6.5. Quebec’s average Is 
4.5, the lowest In Canada, and the 
Lazure program projects a reduction to 
3.5 beds per thousand. 

In some Montreal hospitals number 
shuffling by Quebec cabinet ministers 
has gained ominous significance. At 
Notre Dame In November the ad- 
ministration decided to cut costs by 
fusing two departments. Ten patients 
suffering from infectious diseases were 
transferred into the gynecology and 
obstetrics department. The plan was 
opposed by a one day strike by the 
hospital union which forced the ad- 
ministration to abandon the transfers. 
Five months later the administration 
has announced plans to eliminate the 
special team set up to handle com- 
plications arising from difficult 
pregnancies. The pediatrics department 
Is also to be eliminated, and 490 
workers — 70% of whom are women — 
are tq be laid off. 



Common Frontdemands 

The contract demands of the Com- 
mon Front are a major challenge to the 
policy of cutbacks in social services. 
The principal demands of the Common 
Front are preservation of acquired 
benefits, a minimum wage of $265 per 
week, and a set of demands geared 
specifically to women. 

Indexation of wages to the cost of 
living, won in the Common Front strike 
of 1972, is now being withdrawn. 
Premier René Lévesque announced in 
February ‘‘indexation is a luxury 
Quebec can no longer permit". 

In 1972 hospital unions won the last 
word in designation of essential ser- 
vices. This year the Quebec government 
has taken over this power and has 
designated 83% of hospital jobs 
"essential services" In some hospitals. 
CNTU officials say this amounts to 
taking away the right to strike in 
hospitals and is a direct affront on 
union liberty. 

Common Front publications cite a 
Canadian Senate commission setting 
the poverty line for 1979 for a family of 
four at $223 per week net salary. The 
wage demand of $265 per week will 
reduce Inequalities currently existing in 
public sector salaries, say public sector 
officials of the Common Front. The 
raise is designed to reduce inequalities 
between men’s and women’s salaries. 

The unequal status of women in the 
public sector, manifested in low 
salaries, inadequate maternity leave 
and lack of daycare, are key Issues In 
the Common Front contract. In an- 
ticipation of negotiations an un- 
precedented Inter-union congress on 
women wage earners was held March 3. 
Resolutions adopted there which will 
serve as a guideline in the struggle fora 
new contract, Include equal pay for 
equal work, free abortion and universal 
daycare controlled by those who use It. 
The congress also called for a cam- 
paign to unionize more women in both 
the public and private sectors. 

The Government’s Strategy \ ' 

The realization of the demands of this 
year’s Common Front is clearly in- 
compatible with the government’s 
program of cutting back in social 
services. The government’s strategy 
has been attempts at . Intimidation, 
division and Isolation of the Common 
Front. 

The most militant of the three union 
centrals in the Common Front, the 
CNTU, is the chief target of intimidation 
tactics. Simultaneous with the 
beginning of Common Front 
negotiations, a Quebec superior court 
fined the CNTU $10 million for its 
participation in a two day strike in 1974. 
It is the largest fine levied on a trade 
union in Canadian history. Also coin- 
ciding with the negotiations Is the 
exposure of police infiltration of the 
CNTU. 

Law 59, passed in the Quebec 
National Assembly this fall, is suc- 
cessor to the Bourassa government’s 
Essential Services Act, and gives the 
government the right to suspend a 
union’s right to strike. A scenario 
resembling the breaking of the postal 
workers strike is possible. 

The tactic of divide and rule Is 
familiar in Common Front con- 



frontations. As in 1972 and in 1975 the 
government is seeking to negotiate 
contracts with Individual unions to 
avoid facing a united 200,000 workers. 
Ignoring the Common Front’s basic 
wage demand, the government has 
offered some sectors 1 % increases and 
others 6%. " 

With the apparent aim of pitting the 
public aginst the Common Front by the 
use of propaganda, the government has 
created a committee “to Inform the 
public about negotiations" and a 
"council on the maintenance of social 
services in the case of labour conflicts" 
charged with “Informing the public". 
The CNTU says this amounts to 
"creating loudspeakers for the purpose 
of disseminating the government’s point 
ot view under the pretext of neutrality". 

Employers versus the Common Front 

Denial of the government’s neutrality 
in negotiations with public sector 
workers came from an unexpected 
source several weeks ago.' The Conseil 
du Patronat, representing 
predominantly English Canadian big 
business, praised the government's 
hard line on the Common Front. 
“Despite the differences we have with 
the PQ on other issues, we as em- 
ployers see that unions have their 
solidarity; we as employers have ours". 

Another group of employers publicly 
taking pot shots at the Common Front 
is regrouped in the Provincial Patients 
Association. Ostensibly set up to 
protect public health care, the PPA Is 
run by a 30 person board of governors 
from the elite of Quebec society. 
Membership on the board Is restricted 
to those who have anted up between 
$5,000 and $15,000. Notables Including 
Pierre Peladeau, millionaire president 
of the Quebec newspaper chain, and 
Roger Lemelln, president of La Presse, 
shape the organization’s outlook. Ford 
Company of Canada has donated two 
panel vans to aid the PPC and the 
organization gets a privileged rental 
rate on its offices at Complexe 
Desjardins. 



The PPC has also received between 
$8,000 and $22,000 from the provincial 
government and has the expressed 
personal support of Premier Levesque. 

Evidently as the probable strike date 
of September approaches, the public 
will be assaulted on all sides with 
propaganda accusing public sector 
workers and hospital workers in par- 
ticular of ransoming the public. 

TheCommon Front response 

Common Front spokespersons 
recognise there will be more news copy 
devoted to the government’s point of 
view than to their own. Some unions are 
compensating for this by going directly 
to the public. Workers at Notre Dame 
hospital are'circulating a petition op- 
posing cutbacks at their hospital and a 
support committee is explaining the 
demands of the Common Front door to 
door in Montreal’s Center South district. 

The key arguments In the union’s 
arsenal center on the preservation of 
the right to strike and the commonality 
of interests between patients and 
hospital workers In preserving health 
services. 

"The elimination of the right to strike 
in the public sector (which law 59 
threatens), would be the first step in the 
denial of the right to strike of all 
workers in Quebec", says Marcel 
Gilbert, CNTU ço-ordinator for 
negotiations In the public sector. Ac- 
cording to Gilbert unions lose all power 
to negotiate when the right to strike is 
removed. 

Common Front publications maintain 
the government’s program of attrition in 
social services will hurt workers and 
patients equally. The elimination of 
posts in hospitals, for example, will 
overload workers, lessening the quality 
of patient care and will cause waiting 
lists to lengthen still further. 

The side taken by public opinion 

One thing the Common Front and the 
government agree upon; the side taken 
by public opinion in the growing con- 
frontation will have a decisive effect on 
the results of the battle. 






Norma Rae 

Succeeds Triumphantly 



and realistic. Ritt’s main achievement 
however, lies in the portrayal of the 
relationship between Norma Rae and 
Warshofsky. Ritt doesn’t fall into the 
trap of constructing a love story out of 
the relationship between the two. This 
would have clouded the political 
Intention of the picture and thrown Into 
question Norma Rae’s commitment to 
her fellow workers. In fact, with Norma 
Rae’s marriage to Sonny Webster (Beau 
Bridges), an apolitical good ole boy, It 
is clear that her relationship with 
Reuben is based on common goals and 
mutual respect. The real beauty of this 
film lies in Ritt’s ability to construct a 
story of an Individual’s emotional 
transformation within the framework of 
a clear political message. Too many 
political films neglect the person as an 
individual and fall to realize that the 
first step in the politicization process is 
the self-realization of the individual. 

The film does have some minor flaws. 
One Is never quite sure of the exact time 
lapse and events such as the death of 
Norma Rae’s father in the factory and 
her wedding to Sonny are not 
emphasized as much as they could have 
been. The acting however, especially 
Sally Field's superb performance Is 
excellent throughout. Overall, Norma 
Rae is one of the year’s best movies and 
its provocativeness and honesty are a 
welcome relief from the likes of 
Superman and Star Wars. -

Norma Rae Is an excellent film ; there 
Is no doubt about that. It is emotional, 
topical and Inspirational. The real 
success of this film however, Is its 
ability to make a definite political 
statement without leaving the audience 
feeling it's been preached at. 

The story takes place In a sleepy 
Alabama town of the American South, 
dominated by a large textile 
manufacturer, bearing a distinct 
resemblance to J.P. Stevens Co., a 
corporation notorious for its union- 
busting and degrading working 
conditions and currently being 
boycotted by organizations 
representing blacks and labour. Norma 
Rae (Sally Field) Is an unmarried woman 
of 31 years who t like both her parents, 
tolls away In the cotton factory. Field's 
performance Is stunning as she shows 
Norma Rae’s growth and 
transformation, which is sparked by her

Encounter with Reuben Warshofsky.

they’re shipped off lo Vietnam (they’ve 
signed up like "good Americans"). 
There’s an hour or so of wedding and 
reception and hunting deer, and a 
scene where the men listen to a 
Chopin Nocturne in sensitive silence. 
The three friends end up In Vietnam, 
where they're captured and tortured by 
the enemy until they escape. Steve 
returns to America a double amputee. 
Nick goes AWOL In Saigon. Mike 
comes home the hero, obsessed by 
the horrors of war and by the disap- 
pearance of Nick. He returns to Saigon 
in search of Nick, only to witness his 
friend’s death. He brings the body 
home and the whole company sings 
"God Bless America" at Nick's wake. 
Freeze frame. Finis. 

The film seems confused about 
what its subject should be. But as far 
as I can tell, it has very little to do 
with Vietnam or Clairton Penn., but is 
father a study of rituals, and more 
specifically the rituals of the American 
Male. - ' _ 

Thé title serves to steer us away 
from the big stories in the film toward 
the minor image of de Niro stalking 
deer— and killing them, like a good 
American hunter, with one shot. That’s 
his motto, "one shot". The whole film 
seems, like this, to be about the right 
way to react under torture, the right 
way to play Russian roulette, the right 
way to take a leak at the side of the 



road. It’s a collection of "macho man" 
clichés glorified into an Image of. the 
nature of men in America. Glorified Is 
the right word: every last minute of the 
lives of the men in this film is 
examined with tenderness and great 
pride. 

From the start of the picture, there 
Isn’t a moment of objectivity In the 
story. This Is the film's first big 
mistake. It sets itself up not as the 
epic study that Its enormous length 
and slowness would Imply, but as a 
conventional, subjective little narrative 
of three "lovable” men and the 
unhappy things that happen to them. 
Director/writer/producer M ichael 
Cimino might have done better if his 
film at least started out more ob- 
jectively, as Bob Fosse did in Cabaret. 
Fosse achieves an objectivity right in 
the opening scene, where all the 
performers in the cabaret gather on 
stage for the final chorus of 
“Willkommen". We catch just a 
glimpse of Liza Minnelli as Sally 
Bowles— the camera treats her like an 
extra for the first few minutes. It's a 
signal scene establishing an en- 
vironment of which Sally Bowles Is 
only one silly/attractive part. Cabaret 
states right from the start that the 
environment, pre-war Berlin and its 
decadence, as a whole is the more 
important subject. 

But in Deer Hunter, it’s the heroes 
that are Important. And Mike, Steve, 
and Nick are treated like heroes in this 
film- These grown men act like high-

school freshmen— slapping butts in 
the shower, clowning in the bar with 
enormous glasses of beer, singing 
along with the juke-box", playing games 
with their car (a vintage white Cad- 
dilac), and dancing with each other at 
the wedding reception. The film 
doesn't see them as kids though, but 
as archetypes of the Common Man— 
their scenes are lit with warm loving 
light and are filmed in tender close-up. 
Even worse, when Mike goes hunting 
his deer, there’s a chorus singing 
halleluias on the soundtrack- 
heavenly voices accompanying the 
glorious mysticism of killing an 
animal. Can Cimino really believe that 
we think there's anything wonderful in 
these men? 

The film treats Vietnam as just 
another American male ritual, like 
some primitive puberty right, and thus 
trivializes it into a horribly one-sided 
game that American men play. Viet- 
nam isn’t handled here any better than 
it was in John Wayne's The Green 
Berets. The action starts with a cliché 
image of the American soldier as 
avenger of women and children— when 
a Viet Cong soldier machine guns a 
whimpering mother and baby, Mike 
rises wounded from the underbrush 
and turns a flame-thrower on him. In 
the ensuing prison-camp horror 
scenes, the prisoners (Mike, Steve, 

Nick, and some nameless others) are 
kept In a bamboo cage waist-deep in 
water, and are hauled up one by one 
to play Russian roulette while the 
commanding Vietnamese general and 
his soldiers bet on whether they will 
blow their heads off or- not. Here Mike 
is the image of calm American bravery, 
while his friends scrèam in terror. The 
scene is horrifying, but essentially 
pointless— there’s little tragedy in 
having signed up to go to war and 
getting more than you bargained for. 

Has enough time passed since the 
American crimes in Vietnam to start 
turning the tables and taking a 
reactionary, racist, hawk view of the 
war? Cimino portrays the Viet Cong, 
indeed all the Vietnamese, the way 
American WW II propaganda portrayed 
the Japanese— as babbling little 
monsiers, when in reality it was the 
Americans who were babbling, if 
enormous, monsters in their in- 
terference in a civil war. 

And Cimino's Idea of Vietnamese 
torture, diverting as it may be for the 
audience, is pure invention— like 
something out of the Clint Eastwood 
films he made before this. The horrors 
of Vietnam were certainly worse than 
this; invented horror in this context 
becomes sensational and Insulting. 

Cimino makes Russian roulette the 
running theme of the movie— Mike and 
Nick keep playing it even after their 
escape from the prison-camp. Their 
fascination with It would seem to have 
some (dumb) metaphysical 
significance— "life is a game of 
Russian roulette". 

Nick goes AWOL in Saigon, where 
'the game is the hottest thing in town. 
With another Cimino invention; there 
are whole smoky casinos devoted to 
the game— shouting bettors, a 
croupier loading the gun and ex- 
plaining the rules, and two young, 
blank-faced Orientals with red scarves 
wrapped around their heads who 

calmly tako turns pulling the trigger 

it’s like a Vietnamese version of a 
coçk-fight. Nick, who seems to suf- 
fering from some sort of shell shock 
("Roulette shock"?), becomes one of 
the red-scarved men, because, as his 
coach says, he’s lucky and brave. 
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Mike, meanwhile, plays the game at 
home, holding a loaded gun to the 
• head of one of his coward friends (a 
coward because he didn’t go to 
Vietnam and because he can’t shoot a 
deer with one shot) and pulls the 
trigger. It’s as if to say "You don’t 
know what I’ve been through”— pure, 
ridiculous self-pity. . 

Cimino seems to think that if he 
paces this film slowly enough it will 
have some sort of transcendent 
realism. The film dawdles over scenes 
in bars, grocery stores, and bowling 
alleys. The Vietnam scenes are only 
slightly more quickly paced, but even 
there we get meaningless segments in 
bars and streets, and with a whore and 
her baby. Dull. Cimino has encouraged 
his actors to Improvise their lines, so 
that even the rare bits of dialogue 
come up empty. Unlike Altman, whose 
drivel is always funny or touching, 
Cimino has his characters drifting in 
and out of small talk. 

It’s the kind of acting de Niro seems 
to love, like his scenes with Liza 
Minnelli in New York, New York: " ’yes’, 
‘no!’, ’yes’, ’no’, ’no’, ‘no’ ". De Niro 
takes charge whenever he gets to do 
this, leading the scene, throwing the 
hard lines at the other actors. In one 
scene, he asks Christoper Walken 
"What do you like about the 
mountains?" and Walken blushes, 
mumbles a little, and finally says "The 
trees, the colors". It’s a lame 
response, the response of an actor 
whose trapped. De Niro pretends he’s 
doing all the work, because he talks 
so much, when he’s just throwing it all 
at everyone else; it’s like the story 
about a famous stage actor — Gielgud 
or Olivier — who, when the phone rang 
by accident in the middle of a scene, 
picked up the receiver, listened, turned 
to his co-star, and said "It’s for you.”. 

This attitude effects his charac- 
terization— his character is as superior 
as the actor is. Nick calls him a 
"control freak" — he’s the strpng one in 
Vietnam. And when he comes home, 
he has a dead-centred calm that looks 
like maturity and stoicism to his 
friends, but Is simply contempt and 
boredom. He’s a city-slicker now— he 
doesn't go bowling anymore or bother 
to humour anyone. These are key 
scenes intended to show how war 
changes a man, leaves him scarred, 
unable ever to accept the pleasures of 
life. It’s a simple idea, we take that 
destruction for granted today. But the 
way de Niro plays it, lt‘s imbued with a 
nobility that’s insulting, a holier-than- 
thou attitude that Implies that war is a 
good experience, something to put 
hair on your chest. De Niro must be 
turning Into one of the punks he’s 
been playing for so long; he’s all talk 
and no thought. 

The other two Nam buddies, Walken 
and Savage, have fun with the 
screaming and crying and the 
roughhousing, but they don't have 
much to say. Walken looks puffily 
effeminate as Nick— a strange casting 
choice, it seems at first, until he 
cracks up in Saigon, when we realize 
that in Cimino's distorted vocabulary 
"sensitive" means weak and prone to 
mentle instability and a puffy face 
means you can’t take it. 

In the final scenes Nick appears as a 
roulette player In David Carradlne’s 
Kung Fu Oriental make-up, as if six 
months in Saigon had altered him 
physically as well as mentally, since 
he s now also "inscrutible" — turned 
him Into one of them. It’s a ridiculous 
mistake.

China 
Syndrome: 
An At 
Success

The China Syndrome would have been a 
good movie even if a nuclear accident 
hadn’t occurred In Pennsylvania. And 
while the events at Three Mile Island are 
doing a great deal for Warner Brothers' 
stocks, they may delude audiences who 
go to the film expecting a prophetic 
soclo-technological commentary. 

Regardless of the hype, at Its basic 
level China Syndrome is a thriller; In 
fact it Is one of the best In years. Jane 
Fonda and Michael Douglas playTV 
reporters who happen to be touring a 
nuclear power plant when an ‘event’ 
occurs. Nothing bad actually happens 
(no radiation Is leaked), yet it is enough 
to let the news team know they have a 
major story to report. When the 
company exerts pressure on the 
network to supress film of the Incident, 
Douglas goes on a personal crusade to 
discover the truth while Fonda takes 
measures to ensure her position at the 
network. Simultaneously, the shift 
supervisor (Jack Lemmon) does some 
further investigating on his own and 
finds the welding reports have been 
falsified. Thus a future reactor mishap 
.could cause a grave accident. 

Combined with all this Is the company’s 
attempt to suppress all knowledge of 
the magnitude of the mishap (as they 
lose a great deal of money each day the 
reactor Is not In operation). 

The film proceeds Inexorably to the 
re-actlvatlon of the reactor, despite the 
attempts of the central three characters 
to stop it. The fact that we sense from 
the start that the reactor will not . 
explode or meltdown does not minimize 
the suspense. Events proceed at a torrid 
pace, from the first mishap at the plant, 
through the violent actions of company 
enforcers to prevent evidence from 
reaching the Nuclear Regulatory

Commission, towards Lemmon’q final, 
hopeless attempt to avert possible 
disaster. Throughout, tension Is kept 
taught; but not, as so often happens, at 
the expense of detail. As in the best 
films of this genre all the loose ends are 
tied up without calling attention to 
themselves. Hence we are left nowhere 
to go but down the path director James 
Bridges speedily leads us. 

Combined with this pacing is an 
emotive Intensity found in few thrillers. 
When we look at Lemmon’s face during 
the first reactor ‘scram’, we see great 
fear; In fact we see that he is almost 
scared to tears. The emotion Is totally 
believable in the tension of the 
moment, and it is this type of emotion 
that allows the viewer to identify with 
the characters on the screen and thus 
be drawn deeply Into the film. These are 
the things a movie of this type should 
do, and they place it a cut above most 
others.

The women in this picture really 
lose out— their parts have no lines— 
except for Maryl Streep who gives a 
startling and Interesting, though not 
completely -successful performance, 
as Nick’s girlfriend. Streep was the 
beautiful Aryan wife of one of the 
Jewish brothers In TV’s Holocaust, 
and she played the role with a cool 
Intelligence that suited her looks. 

When we see her here we expect more 
of the same— instead whe's whiney, 
giggly, tongue-tied, and emotional, a 
small-town girl wlth not many brains 
and a lot of problems. Her constant 
half-smiles in the beginning of the 
film, which dissolve Into tears by the 
end, are subtle and nicely confusing. 
But the rest of the performance seems 
too forced, too “character"; she still 
has ihe marks of her Yale Drama 
School training, the full-blown 
.technique of a stage actress. We 
watch what she’s doing, and It’s tricky 
and technical, too much like the 



clichés of the rest of the film. 

Vilmos Zsigmond (Cinematographer 
for Altman’s McCabe and Mrs. Miller 
and Spielberg's Close Encounters) is 
radically uninspired here. He's filmed 
everything straight on with no beauty 
or Imagination, In a kahki and dun 
version of black and white. The scenes 
in Saigon look like they were filmed on 
a back lot with Oriental extras and 
sets from some Shangal picture of 
1945— the bars and crowded streets, 
the back-room casino, even the river 
with floating bits of burning debris, 
look faked. 

The Deer Hunter Is an expensive, 
morally contemptuous disaster, 
unenlightened and unenlightening. 
People are flocking to It, and sitting 
through It even though they hate It 
(the people around me wanted to go to 
McDonald’s at Intermission, but 
somehow felt obligated to stay) and 
are rationalizing it as "something you 
have to see, even though it’s awful". 
It’s frightening. I bet It takes the 
Oscars by storm. 



Of course the identification on the 
part of the audience could never occur 
without believable characters, which 
The China Syndrome In its most 
Important roles, gives us. Both Godell . 
(Lemmon) and Wells (Fonda) are driven 
by conflicting motivations that leave 
them ambivalent as to what they should 
do. Godell loves his job and the field, 
and does not want it endangered by the 
strong opposition to nuclear energy. At 
the same time he is appalled by the fact 
that men could falsify safety records of 
a reactor. And while Wells Is certainly 
worred about the common good, she Is 
also keenly conscious of maintaining 
her position at the network. 
Unfortunately, below this the level of 
characterization declines, with the rest 
of the figures being fairly stock (the 
company execs being as evil as one 
might expect etc.). 

The acting ranges from good to 
sublime with one notable exception: 
Michael Douglas Is simply not very 
talented. He made an uninteresting, 
one-sided character out of one to whom 
the screenplay léft notable room for 
development. He Is too righteous to be 
believable and self-righteous enough to 
be obnoxious without meaning to. On 
the othèr hand the two leads are 
magnificent. Fonda seems to be getting 
better with age. She gives us a 
character of complexity and 
intelligence, who slowly builds up to an 
emotional explosion. A lesser actress 
might not have been able to relate the 
. sense of gradually massing anger 
convincingly. Yet as good as Fonda Is, 
she Is almost overshadowed by 
Lemmon In whatmay be the premier 
dramatic performance of his career 
(though a strong case could be made for 
Save The Tiger or Days of Wine and 
Roses). His Is a character of conflicting 
allegiances, combined with a facet best 
described I think, as timidity. This leads 
to a picture of a man who Is caught 
between forces he only partially 
understands, and which, because of his 
partial comprehension, drive him to a 
desperate end. His use of facial 



expressions to convey emotions 
convincingly, causes the audience to 
Identify with this ‘man in the middle.' 

If The China Syndrome does contain 
elements of social commentary they are 
not in the real of the debate over nuclear 
energy; in the film "the system works... 
no radiation leaks." What the film does 
examine Is abig business and mass 
media. The trouble Is caused not by 
nuclear power per se, but by 
businessmen who put a higher priority, 
on profits than human lives. And the 
large network seems more concerned 
with its ratings and the avoidance of 
lawsuits than the delivery of vital 
Information to the public. The film is 
much more a comment on corporatism 
than on nuclear energy. 

This is not to say that the film’s 
accident scénario Is in any way 
ridiculous; current events have 
painfully shown us otherwise. I simply 
say that nuclear energy Is not what the 
film is about. Had the Three Mile Island 
accident never happened we would be 
prepared to believe The China 
Syndrome's nuclear 'event' within the 
context of the film. The reactor is the 
vehicle for the plot of the movie, not its 
’point.’ 

I suppose those who go to see The 
China Syndrome in order to see a film 
‘about’ the real pros and cons of nuclear 
energy will be disappointed ; the only 
technical data one gets Is what a 
meltdown is and when It might occur. 
The film never says that defence 
systems cannot prevent these events; 
Indeed In the film they do. The same 
people were disappointed when they 
went to see Michael Clmlno’s The Deer 
Hunter expecting an ’anti-Vietnam’ film. 
Because Cimlno pronounced no ethical 
judgement on Vietnam, audiences 
Ignored the fact that he had created a 
remarkable anti-war film. It will be too 
bad if these people try either to twist 
the film Into a statement on nuclear 
power or become disappointed with its 
lack of a moral stand on the Issue. Just 
as It Is The China Syndrome Is one of 
the best thrillers made In a long time.

Songs like "Love You 
Inside Out" and "Reaching Out" 
complete the bright picture as they 
expertly combine rock with the lush feel 
of the ballad.

Influence Is starting to play a major role 
with the British-bred band as they chant 
"I’m In this dumb motél / near the Taco 
Bell’! in "Gone Hollywood" arid "Could- 
we have kippers for breakfast / they got 
to have ’em In Texas / ’cos everyone’s a 
millionaire" In the title number. 

Jhe bouncy electric piano line that 
became sô famous with “Dreamer’’ and 
"Lady", and took a break with Quietest 
Moments, has reappeared on the 
t newest hit ’The Logical Song."

This Is relayed on record with Davies 
blasting Hodgson in "Casual 
Conversations", and Hodgson telling us 
his side In "Child Of Vision." 

Supertramp has Incorporated their . 
latest material Into a successful rock 
formula, and Breakfast In America will 
certainly be successful. 

Tonlo K. Is a guitarist from central 
California who's gathered together a 
group of notable session musicians and 
released an apocalyptic album called 
Life In The Foodchain. At first listen 
Tonlo K. comes off as a joke, butlater 
on one realizes that his mèssagè Is very 
serious Indeed. The music Is gutsy 
: rock, almost new wave, ànd the lyrics - 
weave In and oiit of various aspects of 
the corrupt American way of life.: 

The title track leads the way and 
describes how a nice suburban-raised ; 
kid winds up on skid row "pushing and ; 
shoving In the foodchain / loving :

Political figures are discussed 
v as "they piit a hole In JFK / they put 
Hitler in the driver’s seat." A final- . 
monologue by "Joan of Arc" adds an 
•Interesting touch. 

The second side Is based on love, but 
: it’s quite derogatory and actually turns 
out to be hatred. "American Love Affair" 
tells the story of a rich southern man 
who comes north to New York, "the 
filthy concrete bitch without a soul." 
There he meets Rebecca who'll “tell you 
she loves you fora price." "H-A-T- 
R-E-D" ends the LP and sums up the 
Ideas In a most obscene manner. 

Tonlo K. Is not for everybody, he may 
not even be for anybody, but he surely 
makes us aware of society as we 
contemplate the MOR-fllled airwaves. 

However, all Is not rosy for the 
sounds of spring ; there are always a 
few bad apples that spoil the bunch. 

One of these Is Bob Welch. The 
ex-Fleetwood Macker has Just put out 
his second LP, Three Hearts, and you 
can bet he's very proud of It. Why, I 
don't know, but if album covers tell the 
whole story, then Welch captures the 
prize as he revels in displaying his chest 
hair and the two lovely females on his 
arms. 

Welch doesn’t care that he sings 
off-key or can’t carry a tune, Three 
Hearts will nevertheless go double 
platinum.'

Ju3t about the best thing 
Three Hearts has going for it are 
Christine McVle’s and Stevie Nicks' 
backup vocals on "Come Softly To Me" 
and "Devil Wind," and that says very 
lltle for the quality of the album. 

This sad state of affairs seems Ironic 
but Three Hearts Is currently riding high 
on CHOM’s top twenty playlist. 



in Warm 
Weather 
Music

The southern blues-based Allman 
Brothers’ Band was put together in 1965 
by Gregg and Duane Allman. They had 
several albums under their belt and an 
International following when, in 1971, 
tragedy struck. Duane was killed’ in 
Macon, Georgia in a freak motorcycle 
crash. A year later, bassist Bernie 
Oakley died In a similar accident. The 
band nevertheless released their Eat A 
Peach masterwork In that year— 1972. 

By 1974, the band seemed to have 
lost its direction under the erratic 
leadership of Gregg Allman. His 
entanglement with Cher caused the

Punk Rock is alive and well and living 
under the alias “New Wave". In fact, the 
most vibrant sound In contemporary 
music today Is New Wave as practiced 
by The Clash, The Police, XTC, Joe 
Jackson, Elvis Costello and others. 

Punk was a major media event 
because of the shenanigans of such 
clown acts as the Sex Pistols and the 
Dead Boys (RIP). These three-chord 
strummers were technically limited In 
what they could deliver and had to 
augment their reiterative repertoire with 
vomiting, swearing on national 
television and sticking safety pins In 
their cheeks, earlobes and noses. This 
sort çf activity attracts attention due to 
our evolutionary relationship with 
monkeys and apes and our longing for 
the good old days-ln the trees. When 
the thrill of seeing or hearing the primal 
screams of delinquents passed, it 
became equally newsworthy to headline 
the “Death of Punk" to relieved 
observers. 

So why are the Clash being touted by 
the same critics as the "only English 
band that matters"? Their second 
release, Give ’EM Enough Rope, has 
receive little attention yet it has 
managed to sell gold in North America 
and platinum plus in Europe. The 
answer Is simple: Punk is not dead. The 
talented musicians however and those 
concerned with the stâte of rock in the 
latter half of the seventies, have stuck It 
out and emerged at the pinnacle of the 
music industry alongside the 
distasteful decadence of disco. 

The London-based quartet’s first 
release back In 1977 contained a 
six-minute rendition of "Police and 
Thieves" which singled out the Clash 
from other punk bands and foretold the 
second coming. The Clash of 79 have 
replaced drummerTory Crimes with the 
bombastic Nicky “Trooper” Headon. 

His percussion Is prominent throughout 
Give ’Em Enough Rope. The powerful 
rock 'n' roll matched with energetic 
vocals takes the listener to an arenalln 
high equalled only by the Stones. The 
lyrics are muffled In their delivery à la 
Jagger, yet the approaching 
appocalypse is clearly being hinted at: 
"It's kill or be killed, You're dead before 
the war is done". These antiwar 
sentiments of "Tommy Gun" sum up 
the political stance taken by the Clash. 
The "tommygunlike" drumbeats give 
the song's title a realistic edge. The 
beat goes on with the jazzy piano roller 
"Julie’s In The Drug Squad". This tale 
about Julie the stoolle with the nàrcs 
tells about how she "can look you in the 
eye" and act like a friend prior to 
blowing the whistle. The Clash 
completed a North American tour last 
month. Their view of the American 
music scene can be summed up by the 
remarks of vocalist Joe Strummer: 
"American audiences like music to keep

XTC comes off as intelligent to keen 
observers. Their constantly changing 
rhythms are bizarre representations of 
the writers’ idiosyncratic outlook of the 
world. Any Partridge heads the group 
on guitar, vocals and lyrics. Bassist 
Colin Moulding also contributes to the 
writing and singing. Keyboardist Barry 
Andrew and drummerTerry Chambers 
complete the XTC roster. GO 2 is 
cynical, complex music, more elaborate 
than the hard driving rock of the Clash. 

Between the extremes of the 
above-mentioned bands, Is the 
English-Amerlcan reggae-pop trio, the 
Police. Their controversial topics have 
been difficult to record as record 
company after record company refused 
to sign them. Undeterred, they toured 
extensively in England and flew Air 
Laker to the East Coast of the U.S. for 
an improvised debut concert run. They 
released a single on an independent 
label, "Roxanne" which took off on the 
airwaves across North America. The 
success of this song led to a recording 
contract with one of the leading new 
wave labels, A&M. 



Their first LP, Outlandos D’Amour 
has numerous superb rockers as well as 
a few clever ballads. The falsetto vocals 
and reggae bass line laid down by Sting 
on "Roxanne" gives It a certain vivacity. 
The lyrics are well developed, 

"Roxanne, you don't have put on the red 
light, those days are over, you don’t 
have to sell your body to the night. 
Roxanne, you don't have to wear that 
dress tonight, walk the streets for 
- money, you don’t care if It’s wrong or if 
It’s right." Another song, "Sally— Be My 
Girl" contains Imaginative lyrics. The 
song has a nursery rhyme Interspersed 
In between the chorus line of "Be my 
girl". The rhyme tells us about a lonely 
gent who mails away for an inflatable 
doll for a "guarantee of joy”: “She’s 
cuddly and she’s bouncy, she’s like a 
rubber ball, I bounce her In the kitchen I 
bounce her in the hall." This song Is 
clover social commentary detailing the 
plight of all the lonely people. 

The Americans heavily Influenced the 
British wave of music which has swept 
the world for the last two years. The *

you happy, it’s music to drive home 
by... If people say we’re not relevant to 
U.S. rock audiences, let’s see what they 
say in a couple of years when things 
will have probably changed for the 
worse there." 

Another band which has survived the 
growing pains of a new movement Is 
XTC. Last year’s release of White Music 
introduced them to the English music 
scene yet went unnoticed on this side 
of the Atlantic. Their single from the 
album "All Along The Watchtower” Is a 
reworked quirky version of Dylan's 
classic was the ticket out of obscurity 
for the Swindon centred troupe. GO 2 
their follow-up to White Music Is more 
elaborate, complex and developed. The 
instrumentation Is unique and 
unconventional, so the album takes a 
few spins to get accustomed to the 
chaotic chords. The subject matter of 
GO 2 includes a song “My Weapon" 
about the power of the phallus, while 
"Battery Brides" tells us what the power 
is expended on. "Life In The 
Greenhouse" Is a gloomy view of the 
human race as seen by a plant.

Rolls In 
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Discos: 

1-2-3-4 Whai 
Waiting For

Ever since McGill's Senate lowered 
its admission standards last month, it 
has become easier to get Into Montreal 
universities than Montreal 
discotheques. 

For example early last Wednesday 
evening, four of us, two men and two 
women, decided to get an inside view of 
Montreal's "hottest" discotheque, 1234. 
We took our places in the lineup. Three 
women at the front of the line were let in 
shortly after our arrival, leaving only 
three gentlemen ahead of us. As we 
waited the line continued to grow, until 
it stretched to the sidewalk. 

The doorman walked around and 
surveyed the crowd at ten minute . 
Intervals selecting for admittance 
groups of single women, regardless of 
their place in line. All of them we're 
drqssed à la disco. The only couples let 
In were those who flashed money or 
courtesy cards. Entrancé was * 
obviously not based on a first come first 
served basis. 

We continued to wait for 50 
minutes. The three “doormen" joked 
among themselves, and arbitrarily 
selected the "beautiful people" for 
admission. Eventually the doorman 
pointed to us, signalling that we could 
go inside. At this point one of our group 
turned to the doorman, expressing her 
disgust at his disrespectful behaviour 
and derogatory attitude. Our objection 



was not that we weren't immediately 
chosen as 'disco royalty', but that the 
three leering bouncers had the right to 
decide who would be lucky enough to 
be admitted to the converted funeral 
parlor. The doorman then showed his 
distaste by physically pushing us out 
the door. 

Bill Kingston, one of the managers of 
1234, commented In an Interview earlier 
this week that entrance to the disco was 
based entirely on the doorman's judge- 
ment. "The doorman," said Kingston, 
"paints a picture Inside and, going on 
his judgement, he decides on the 
atmosphere." Kingston noted that 
different types of people come to 1234: 
businessmen, members of the gay 
community and disco aficionados. He 
said of the doorman's selection pro- 
cedure, "He has to do it as tactfully as 
he can. We try and balance it out so 
there Isn't a lopsided percentage, one 
group or the other".

dispersal of the personnel and a four 
year absence from the recording studio. 
Now, at last, the band has returned to 
the music industry with a careful mix of 
old and new. 

The LP Enlightened Rogues, an eight 
song collection of newly recorded 
material is a well-produced package. 
"Pegasus" an Instrumental number In 
the tradition of "Jessica" is the album's 
hlghpoint. This 7-mlnute composition 
by Dickie Betts tends to Indicate that 
Gregg is no longer the Indisputed leader 
of the Allmans. Betts' closing song 
"Sail Away" is another worth a listen. 
While the lyrics deal with a lover who’s 
gone her separate way, we can’t help 
but feel the message deals with the 
band itself. This Is the first Allman 
Brothers album In a long time, let's 
hope It’s not their last. 

Zappa finally gets his act together 

It’s been three years since Zoot 
Allures. Since then there's been a 
number of Zappa releases, but none up 
to the fine form Frank set down on his 
Hot Rats or Overnight Sensation LPs. 

Difficulties with MGM and later 
Warner Brothers led to a dilution of 
Zappa’s talent. A year and a half ago, 
the word was out that there was to be a 



four-record package of Zappa material, 
recorded on tour and in the studio, to be 
entitled Lather. A court battle between 
Polygram (Zappa’s new record 
company), Zappa and WEA, led to a 
delay In Lather’s release. At the end of 
the trial, a compromise was made 
between the three parties. WEA would 
release the studio material from Lather, 
while Polygram would get the live 
tapes, with Zappa working on their 
production and final packaging. 

This complicated embroglio has led 
to the consecutive releases of Warner's 
Studio Tan and Sleep Dirt, and 
Polygram’s Zappa Records Sheik Yerb 
outl. The first two LPs received no 
promotion, had bizarre jackets and no 
credits on them. It was mostly 
instrumental In composition and 
somewhat excessive in the length of the 
songs (see "Gregory Peckory"). 

The latest album, Sheik Yerboutl, 
contains four sides of instrumental 
music. Aside from these pieces, there 
is classic Zappa satire on the subject of 
disco, "Dancing Fool" and about the 
sexual desires he harbours fora 
“Jewish Princess". The lyrics for the 
latter song are perverted and obscene, 
typically characteristic of Zappa. It’s 
good to see that the master of sharp 
whit hasn't lost his cool or his sense of 
humour.

Joyce’s Voices Is a .compilation of 
Hugh Kenner’s Canterbury T.S. Eliot 
Memorial Lectures. The slim volume Is 
of Interest to students of Çllot, the 
literary wise guy that John Updike 
called “the saint with the eyepatch". Of 
course, James Joyce Is more than Just 
an eplcally blasphemous Irish Catholic 
mimic. 

In the New York Times Book Review, 
Anthony Burgess set the record 
straight; he wrote: "That Joyce Is 
primarily a master of uneccentrlc, , 
totally economical descriptive prose 
has never been sufficiently acknow- 
ledged." Burgess Is right when he says 
that Ulysses is beginning to be 
understood after half a century of close 
study. The private party Is over, all 
Joyce’s bluffs have been called and yet 
he endures heroically because he Is 
more than our best wise guy. 

With characteristic 
disingenuousness, Hugh MacLennan 
has called Ulysses a sacred cow 
: worshipped by academics who could 
never admit that the emperor had no 
’ clothes. Things have changed, 
however, Ulysses has finally been 
demythologlzed. Kenner emerges once 
again from Joyce’s labyrinth to say that 
It’s safe to come In. 

. In a recent lecture at McGill, Denis 
Donoghue addressed himself to the 
„ problem of language’s growing dis- 
engagement from the phenomenal 

* world In Joyce’s llfework. The very 
existence of such a problem seems to 
refute Burgess' claim that Joyce Is a 
master of naturalism. Denis Donoghue 

' Indicated that his subject was Joyce’s 
laughter, which releases the self 
’ usually repressed in the “paralysis" of 

* Dublin, surfaces problematically as In 
Stephen Dedalus, and Is freeed in the 
person of Leopold Bloom. 

In a way, Hugh Kenner’s subject Is 

* also Joyce's laughter. In the light tone 
of his adventurous little book, he sets 

* out to show us how naturalism must

lead to parody. Professor MacLennan Is 
the first to admit how much modern 
writers have learned from the quiet 
sentences of Dubliners. With 50 years 
of hindsight, Professor Kenner explains 
how we should have seen Ulysses 
coming from the subversive who wields 
his pen so entertainingly In those 
stories. He does this by the application 
of what he wittily calls “the Uncle 
Charles principle" (after Stephen's 
UncleCharles who "repairs to the 
outhouse to ‘scrupulously’ oil his hair”). 
The dramatic Irony of the style pervades 
from whatever character is present and 
extends from diction to syntax. “So let

CBGBers of the New York 
counterculture led the attack on the 
forty-year-old rockers who refused to 
die. They called for a return to the raw 
energy found in the early sixties. 

A major act that was a direct 
Inspiration to bands such as the Sex 
Pistols, the Vibrators and other bands 
of their Ilk, was the Ramones. Their first 
release back some three years ago 
contained hard driving rockers in the 
fifties tradition of prominent guitar and 
drum beat. Their 1977 album, Rocket to 
Russia was their best effort to date. It 
contained the punk rock anthem 
"Sheena is a Punk Rocker", and party 
songs called “Cretin Hop" and "Rpck 
Away Beach". Their fall-released LP 
entitled Road To Ruin was awaited

anxiously for by their fans. It had no 
surprises. The Ramones were once 
again pictured on the cover with torn 
Jeans, black leather jackets and 
sneakers. Their unkempt hair and jaded 
expressions sum up the sight. This 
gang haven’t changed their outfit since 
76, and one may wonder if the same 
applies to their music. 

Rather than learning, evolving and 
creating imaginative songs on this their 
fourth LP, the Ramones persist in 
standing fast to the Image of the 
Punkers. They are the archetypal 
example of a stagnating species. 

When punk began to.go beyond the 
three chords and assaults our senses; 
with their nonsense, It acquired respect 
from its firmest detractors. The 
Ramones, it appears, can't bridge the 
gap to the new wave, and appear 
headed for extinction. 



us designate the Uncle Charles 
Principle,” writes Kenner In his playful 
way; the principle Is that "the narrative 
idiom need not be the narrator’s". It 
works most humorously In the opening 
of Nausicaa where the worlds of Gerty 
MacDowell's episode come right out of 
the masturbatory Harlequin style of her 
sentimental teen magazines. Listen : - 
"The summer evening had begun to fold 
the world In its mysterious embrace. 

Far away in the west the sun was 
setting and the last glow of all too 
fleeting day lingered lovingly on sea 
and strand..." Such excesses of style 
have their beginnings In Joyce’s earliest 
stories, says Kenner. 

Kenner calls his brief preamble to The 
UncleCharles Principle, "Objectivity"; 
he takes us through the empiricism of 
Swift, the sarcasm of Dickens to the 
Indifference of Flaubert that so 
scandalized the French authorities 
because of Its unholy aesthetics. 

Kenner goes on to say that by the time 
Joyce was first published in 1904 he 
had learned to submerge his subversive 
gestures in a severely limited simu- 
lation of objectivity ; no one could take 
a story like "Grace" to court, Kenner 
correctly argues, because, as Joyce 
shrewdly guessed, there are people who 
will believe that it's a good Catholic 
story. The implicit ironies are multiple. 
The Uncle Charles Principle is carried to 
Its insanely logical extreme in Ulysses 
where the finest flower of Dublin’s oral 
culture is the Citizen in Cyclops. It is all 
very fine for Faulkner to say that in 
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Yoknapatawpha County, all you can 
know is what people tell you, but 
Joyce’s Dublin Is undermined by an 
even greater lie. In refuting T.S. Eliot’s 
claim that Ulysses was ordered by 
myth, Professor Kenner calls the 
method of the fiction “Pyrrhonism” and 
says that Joyce’s styles are all 
"Intricately Inappropriate". The dogma 
of Pyrrhonism in Joyce decrees that 

"when statements can have no sub- 
stance they can only have style". This Is 
what Denis Donoghue was talking 
about when he said that In "Ulysses" 
words were “promiscuous", that they 
were more the property of the speaker 
than of the phenomena they name as if 
Adam hadn't had a chance to name 
things. Hugh Kenner reads Joyce’s 
Dublin as “a whole community agreed 
upon this one thing, that no one at 
bottom knows what he Is talking about 
because there is nothing to know 
except the talk." Perhaps this Is a fair 
explanation of the unbridled disgust for 
storytelling we meet In Beckett and the 
resulting nausea that comes from talk 
in the work of Harold Pinter. 

The two most Irritatingly tricksy 
episodes in Ulysses are "Sirens" and 
"Oxen of the Sun"; there Is a reason for 
this. In "Sirens", Blazes Boylan Is 
bedding Molly Bloom offstage as 
Bloom broods over his supper in a 
prose that is a barrage of musical 
forms. In "Oxen of the Sun", Stephen 
and Bloom first actually meet while the 
author treats us to the belaboured 
gestation and messy birth of what ~ • 
Kenner calls "disembodied Speech". 
Behind the clamourof the “intricately 
inappropriate" style which traces the 
history of English literature, as Kenner 
says, "Bloom and Stephen are barely 
visible and wholly audible". So the two 
most Important meetings of the book 
are obscured by the ridiculous narrative 
techniques. 

I don’t know if Kenner Isn’t close to 
the heart of the matter when he calls 
Ulysses “the great affirmation of 
meaninglessness"; the reviewer In The 
New York Review of Books found this 
conclusion "gloomy". He wrote, 

"meaning Is everywhere, the mind 
produces meaning like a plant • 
brahchlng out in a science-fiction 
movie". There is definitely something s 
wrong with a book whose only 
first-person narrator Is the Citizen. 

Kenner writes of "Cyclops", "Does this 
mean that he (Bloom) Is at last 
presented objectively? Not at all; for 
the second narrator has taken over 
completely, which Is as though the 
Royal Mint had been commandeered by 
the Artful Dodger." However, the Artful 
Dodger can’t be denied and when the 
Muse takes over at last In Molly 
Bloom’s soliloquy, the words that we 
have aren't meaningless. Kenner has 
written a fine study; it’s in the library 
and It only takes an evening to read.

They operate an efficient mail-order 
store at 1705 Dollard, LaSalle Que. 
Downtown, a shop at 1197 Mackay 
stocks most of these Items, but it’s run 
by a purist who scorns the use of 
pre-hopped malts. I would too, If I had 
the time and equipment. Prices are 
generally similar for all Items, wherever 
you get them. 

FERMENTATION 
Now you’ve assembled all he 
equipment and materials, put 3Vi 
Imperial quarts (140 oz.) cold water into 
the pot. Take the label off the tin of 
bitters malt, and put the tin Into the pot 
too, unopened except for a small punch 
hole In the top. Bring the water to a 
gentle simmer, take out the malt tin, 
open it and pour the contents Into the 
water. Swish the tin around In the hot 
water to flush out most of what's left In 
the tin. Add about Vi the sugar, stir & 
bring back to a simmer. This 
concoction is what brewers call the 
‘wort.’ While the wort Is simmering, put 
a garbage bag Into the plastic garbage 
can, put another garbage bag Inside the 
first one, and drape the edges around 
the top of the garbage can. Add 31/8 
imperial gallons (12Vi Imperial quarts) 
of cold water and all but 1 cup of the' 
remaining sugar. Onto this, pour the 
simmering wort. Now, add a final gallon 
of cold water, stir briefly, and chuck in 
the yeast. Tie the neck of the Inner 
garbage bag, but not too tightly. Put the 
top of the garbage can on and leave It 
alone for four days. (Three days if room 
temperature Is over 70* F.) Add the 
dissolved gelatin finings, tie up the 
garbage bag again, and leave for a 
further two or three days, the higher the 
temperature the shorter the time 
required for fermentation. You are now 
ready to bottle. The beer, that Is. 

BOTTLING 

Assâmble all those nice clean pigmy 
quart bottles you’ve been saving, and 
rinse them out again. Check Inside for 
mould or other grunge. If you live with 
people who put ciggy butts Into 
empties, consider moving out. Take 
1 ’knock-on’ type crown capper (about these certified clean bottles, fill them 
) up with the hottest tap water you’ve got, 

1 box crown caps pop them Into the oven at 350*— two 

1 tin John Bull Bitter malt extract batches should do It — leaving each 

4 - 49 ) batch until the water In the bottles 

4 lbs. Corn sugar ($2.27) starts to simmer or boll. With an oven 

1 pck. all-purpose Brewer’s yeast mitt, take the bottles out CAREFULLY, 
°/ 45 ) and pour the now scalding water down 

1 pck. gelatin finings ($0.50) the drain or Into your bathtub. These 



bottles should now be sterile. To each 
bottle, add a rounded spoonful of the 
remaining corn sugar, which you have 
(of course) kept In a clean sealed 
container since making the wort. 

Siphon the beer onto the sugar, filling 
the.bottles to 1" or slightly more from 
the top. Put the bottles on a folded 
towel or something resilient, and 
hammer the caps on. Leave two weeks 
and drink, lightly chilled. 

POSSIBLY HELPFUL TIPS 

Fermentation: The trick here is to 
make sure that as little dust etc. as 
possible gets Into the fermentation 
vessel. While you're filling it up, keep it 
covered with the garbage can lid except 
when you’re actually pouring something 
Into It. The reason Is that there are a lot 
of free-floating airborne yeasts— that’s 
how you make sourdough In fact. That’s 
also why It’s sourdough, if you catch 
my drift. 

Bottling: If you run out of corn sugar, 
ordinary table sugar can be used. 
Yeasts work better on dextrose, but 
given a bit more time they'll do the 
same Job with sucrose. For siphoning, 
you want to draw the beer off the yeast 
deposits on the bottom without 
vacuuming up a lot of yeast too. You 
can buy a *J' tube, or use a bent piece of 
wire taped to the end of the siphon tube 
with masking tape. Tape the tube to the 
outside of the garbage can too, and 
you'll be able to concentrate on the 
bottles. You can use pint bottles in a 
pinch, but they're not as solid as the 
quart bottles, and using a knock-on 
capper with them is an Invitation to 
disaster. 

Options : Once you've gained a little 
confidence, there are a number of 
worthwhile Improvements or changes 
you can make. Finishing hops for 
aroma, for example, or a better quality 
liquid yeast and yeast starter. If you 
prefer pale ales or lagers, you can use a 
different kind of malt extract, and so 
on. 

Results: A good home-brew isn’t as 
good as commercial beer. It’s better. 
The carbonation Is natural, not 
artificial, and the home brewer can 
afford to profligate In his / her use of 
sugar and malt. The commercial 
manufacturer has to pay wages to his 
• employees. You don’t. Once you’ve 
discovered how good It is, you’ll have 
trouble switching back. This summer, 
strike a blow against the running-dog 
lackey beer-mongerlng capitalists— get 
stewed on your own brew I 



Once You’ve Brewed 
Then Get Stewed

Montreal summers are hot. We know 
It. And more than anyone else, the beer 
companies know It. As the thermometer 
edges steadily upwards, marketing 
directors stand In torrid doorways 
wringing their hands In evil glee, and 
sales managers cross their fingers and 
hope for a heat wave. They're going to 
make money— lots of It— by selling 
pigmy 22 oz. quarts at Inflated prices to 
suckers who don't know how easy It is 
to make their own. 

EQUIPMENT 

The method that follows Is simple, 
dependable, cheap (about $3 for a case 
of ’quarts') and requires a minimum of 
labour. It produces a British bitter-type 
beer a little darker than commercial ales 
and somewhat stronger. 



You’ll need: 

1 large plastic garbage can, new 

2 large plastic garbage bags 

36 clean ’quart’ beer bottles (Save the 
ones you buy and rinse them out after 
use.) 

a 1 gal. cooking pot (The big cheap 
aluminum ones are fine, or get a rich 
relative to buy you a stainless steel 
one.)

Kennedys was quite evident evenin the 
fashion world. Jackie was often voted 
"Best Dressed Woman of 19-’’, and 
American women emulated her. Jackie 
preferred long dresses and designers, 
introduced them even as the trend was 
toward shorter hemlines. Women also 
copied Jackie’s bouffant hair-do, 
back-tilted hats, simple cloth coats, 
and slim-hlpped sports slacks. Just 
before the summer of '62, a company 
called Wear ’n’ Tan introduced plastic 
masks for the beach In the image of the 
Kennedy family. A bargain at 49 
cents, they protected faces homelier 
than the Kennedys from the sun's 
ultraviolet rays. Also big on the beach 
was the sailor look for women. The 
nautical theme was a breeze even for 
low budgets— low-belted slacks, a 
cotton T-shirt, and a sailor’s cap made 
up the basic uniform. 

Continuing the masculine-look for 
women, Parisien designers introduced 
English schoolboy suits that featured 
slender, sometimes tapered long 
jackets with thin ties. Evening clothes 
emphasized simple shaoes in a 
straighter more subtle silhouette. 
Simplicity seemed to be the main 
direction though some embellishment 
was noticeable In the sumptuous 
fabrics and trim. Feather headresses 
and stoles were available for those who 
wished to "jazz up" the simple look as 
were dresses bonded with mink at knee 



Fashion designers In 1963 continued 
with boyish styles for women. Yves St. 
Laurent showed the “.Robin Hood Look" 
in Paris that put together shirts, tunics, 
dard knitted hose and page-boy 
hairdos. 

In the Fall jerkins, jumpers, tunics, 
and boots mid-calf or higher were the 
rage for the fashion-conscious. One 
fashion columnist pointed out that "St. 
Laurent has always known what modern 
women really want to look like are little 
boys." Maybe. 

Something happened in 1963. It was 
not a single event or tragedy. It was 
more of a collective change in mood, a 
losing of innocence perhaps or a subtle 
shock to America one night as 
Americans slept ; as if the last vestiges 
of the calm, tranquil and conservative 
fifties had been drained of the American 
system. Or, as though the pace of life 
had been switched up, subtly like an 
LP record playing at 45 rpm, too fast but 
still understandable. 

The launching of Telestar in 1962 
brought the future a little closer, 
speeded events up a bit. Americans and 
the world welcomed it, as a new age of 
international communications. A gift of 
technology It was but one that upped 
the tempo of events and showed 
concretely what the new age was all 
about. In a word— technology. 

Edwin H. Land brought to the market 
after 15 years of research the first 
camera to develop color prints in sixty 
seconds. Speed in these ways 
infiltrated the casual American way of 
life, upsetting the system in a way that 
only fully surfaced with the 
assassination of President Kennedy. 
American innocence, however real or 



imaginary, died with the president. 

The new year didn’t erase the awful 
memory but life did continue. "Let’s do 
more In sixty-four” was a popular 
slogan at the time. 

In the fashion world, a noticeable 
schism seemed to be taking place 
between styles for the young or daring 
and those for the old or more 
conservative. Christian Dior on the one 
hand was showing full, pleated or 
gathered skirts dresses in sunny 
pastels and fresh-flowered prints. His 
suits sported flaired jackets and his 
cqpts had narrow belts that defined the 
waistline. Meanwhile other designers 
were deciding that "the zip is hip"; 
zippers— the bigger and more blatant 
the better, were all the rage. Paris 
designer Emmanuelle Khanh saw it this 
way— “they go with the times, the 
machine, fireball sports cars and 
speed." Other racier trends included 
coats slashed to the waist, textured 
stockings, pleated cullotes and 
double-breasted jackets and dresses. 
Even less traditional and perhaps less 
feminine was a stretch-knit patterned 
like a cobra skin worn with a body 
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chosen for Gemini astronauts? Re- 
member space food sticks? Well the 
space capsules have never been known 
for their haute cuisine. 

Entertainment had an equal fixation 
on technology. Discothèques were 
ultra-modern, electric environments 
designed to engulf participants in "total 
recreation". Lights blinked in 
syncopation with the beat of electrically 
amplified music and far out movies 
flashed in the background. Andy 
Warhol put together a mobile show for 
discothèques that used movie 
projections and a troupe of musicians 
called "The Exploding Plastic 
Inevitable". The music was of course 
rock, hard, but not yet quite acid. 

The word for fashion in 1966 was 
MOD! Discothèques had a big impact 
on fashion— their frantic almost surreal 
environments were reflected In the new 
"op-art" clothing styles. Op-art clothing 
displayed bold use of geometric 
patterns and designs, asymetrical and 
favoring black, white and red. The Mod 
Fad was a British invention that' began 
with low slung pants and turtlenecks In 
1961. By 1966 men under thirty were 
wearing striped or even paisley pants 
and polka dots— the bigger the dot the 
better. High-heeled boots, wide, wide 
belts, patterned ties and hats tilted 
back or to the side were also part of the 
Mod style. 

A simpler but nonetheless popular 
style was brought to North America 
from Finland— the designs of the 
Marlmekko factory. The Marimekko 
design philosophy was simplicity— a 
practical kind of design that stressed 
comfort and freedom from fashion. The 
designs were hand-printed and inspired 
by Finnish peasant clothing, a 
prototype perhaps of the later peasant 
and flower-child look. 

A prominent person in the world of 
fashion in 1967, was a new model 
named Twiggy. She ignited the newest 
craze in the London fashion 
world— clothes for the ultra skinny and 
uncurvaceous female figure, a craze 
that soon spread to North America. The 
British press referred to her as the "face 
that launched a thousand shapes." With 
short, short hair, a big big eyes she 
shocked the fashion world with her thin 
91 -pound frame that set the stage for 
the uni-sex trend. Twiggy did have 
beautiful legs that looked fabulous with 
her absurdly short British-made Twiggy 
dreses. 

Geometries were still "in" for dress 
designs and matching cloth 
hoods— probably inspired by space 
helmets. Sheer white or white with 
black borders, were big in women’s 
outfits. Vinyl and leather skirts were 
seen frequently along with tights and 
stockings available in endless colours 
and used to match or clash with outfits. 
The anti-war movement grew in size and 
volume as students who had marched 
peacefully began throwing rocks and 
clashing with police. 

By 1968, student takeovers of 
college buildings and violent 
demonstrations were frequent. At the 
same time riots broke out in inner cities 
as blacks struck out against a society 
that had given them civil rights but 
denied them true social equality. Robert 
Kennedy and Marlin Luther King were 
assassinated ; while the war dragged on 
American casualties mounted. This was 
a high-pitched, nervous time during 
which Johnson’s "Great Society" 
crumbled. 

Acid rock, drug abuse and pre-marital 
sex were youth’s means of rebelling 
against the establishment and 
traditional morality and beliefs. 



“Generation Gap" was a catchy slogan 
that became emblematic of a nation 
split in two. 

By 1 968, fashion took a back seat to 
social commitment. Gone were the 
carefree days of Beatlemanla and the 
Mod look. Youth was seriously 
disturbed by a world that seemed to be 
crumbling around them. Fashion for the 
youth of this time meant "anti-fashion” 
expressed in jeans with patches and 
holes, old sneakers, peasant dresses In 
unironed cotton or most anything that 
looked "good” meant awful or 
anti-establishment. This was the birth 
of the hippie age. Long hair had been 
around long enough by the time that 
billboards were put up which said : 
"Keep America Beautiful. Get a 
haircut.” 

The fashion business must have 
hippie movement. Nehru jackets for 
men and women surfaced for about a i 
month then sank quickly out of style. 
Mini-skirts were still around but 
"midis" and “maxie" were also visible. 
Fashion was a minor concern to youth 
living at a time when the National i 
Guard fought its own black and young 
people in American streets, and when 
politicians sent young men to fight In 
a jungle war that seemed to be none 
of our business. 

By 1969 the peasant/hippie look was 
the status quo amongst youth. Where 



only two years before youth fashions 
had mimicked and even celebrated the 
marvels of technology with the op-art 
and Mod looks, fashion became a 
statement against technology, 

materialism and all that the American 
establishment stood for. Youth slowed 
down and withdrew from a society and 
chose instead, alternate lifestyles that 
emphasized brotherhood and 
communion with nature. Ironically the 
peasant look became the most visible 
uniform of youth in the same year that 
man landed on the moon. 

It's interesting to look at how far 
we've come in the last decade without 
really going anywhere. Fashion has 
been, in this decade, eclectic. No one 
cares too much about conforming to 
one style or another, though a 
"decadent renaissance" is occurring of 
late as evidenced by the glut of designer 
clothing and disco attire flooding the 
market. This is apathetic 
"me-generatlon" glamour at its best. 

We may have all livèd through the 
sixties and learned its lessons once, 
but now we’ve forgotten them. As this 
decade comes to a close and we move 
Into the 1980s the dull or boring 
apathetic 70s will not slip magically 
away with the tearing of a calendar 
sheet, they will linger and follow us Into 
the new decade.

André Courèges was showing 
pencil-thin mannequins in white 
dresses cut 3" above the knee and worn 
with mid-calf boots open at the toe. The 
short, short skirt was born, though at 
this point "only avant garde teens and 
co-eds are wearing them.” This was 
only the start of the absurd "lengths" 
hemlines were later to undergo. 

1966 was a transitional year when 
the thoroughly modern not only came 
into Its own but was here to stay. The 
media Inundated Americans with 
futuristic bric-a-brac that was nothing 
more than a self-conscious attempt to 
be an ultra-modern society. “Space 
age" was a high-powered slogan 
brought to life by American pride and 
chauvinism that quickly became a 
cultural Icon luring America toward a 



level of pseudo-sophistication that tried 
to match its technological 
sophistication. 

Advertisers used graphics of space 
ships or satellites to sell anything from 
stockings to automobiles. Why drink

•"L'AEQ est un groupe informel bien 
indépendant du Ministère de 
l'Education," disait Ken Cavanegh, un 
des responsables de la semaine pour la 
région de Montréal, au cours d'une 
entrevue accordée au McGill Daily. 
L’association regroupe des com- 
missions scolaires et des membres 
individuels d'associations profession- 
nelles de professeurs. 

Active depuis plus de 20 ans, l'AEQ 
axe sa présente semaine sur la par- 
ticipation, les rapports étroits entre les 
organismes et les institutions, et un 
grand contact avec la population. 

Consciente, selon son président 
Aurèle Laplante, qu’elle est “un peu 
routinière, un peu beaucoup coupée de la 
base,” l’AEQ fourmille de projets pour 
l'année en cours, dont la Semaine de 
l'Education est le pôle central. 

Cette dernière se fera sous le signe 
de la décentralisation. Indépendante du 
MEQ mais tout de même financée par 
lui et coordonnée à travers ses bureaux 
régionaux, elle vise à susciter l'intérêt à 
l'Intérieur de chaque établissement. 

Cette décentralisation signifie que 
des documents ont été envoyés aux 
professeurs et administrateurs, que 
l'ampleur et l'intensivité des activités 
repose sur leur épauies: c’est ainsi que 
l’on constate des disparités im- 
portantes à la fois entre les niveaux et 
entre chaque maison d’enseignement: 
l’AEQ veut s’en tenir à son rôle de guide 
et d’instigateur. . . 

Chaque semaine annuelle, nor- 
malement tenue au printemps, est 
l’occasion d’étudier un thème de 
réflexion qui concerne le milieu de 
l’éducation et son environnement 
social: par exemple, le monde de 
l’éducation et le monde du travail (1971), 
le Tiers-Monde et moi (1974), les loisirs 
et la société québécoise (1975), 
l'éducation économique (1976), les 
valeurs éducatives et ■ l’évolution du 
Québec (1978), et enfin, l’éducation 
retrousse ses manches, thème de la 
présente campagne. 

Polarisée autour de l’année in- 
ternationale de l'enfant et des droits de 
ce dernier, la Semaine '79 de l’AEQ 
propose des documents de travail qui 
serviront de guide à l'étude de ce 
thème: l'enseignement préscolaire et 
primaire, l’enseignement secondaire, 
collégial, universitaire, l’éducation des 
adultes et enfin, le rôle des parents. 

Buts de la semaine 

L'ouverture officielle pour la région 
de Montréal a eu lieu le 2 avril sous la 
présidence d'honneur de Me Jacques 
Mongeau. Ce dernier, après avoir défini 
les buts de la semaine, a profité de sa 
courte allocution pour faire un rappel 
rapide des réussites et échecs de 
l'éducation au Québec. 

Me Mongeau est d’avis que l’on 
accentue trop la "réflexion” au 
détriment du côté "communication" 
avec la population. 15 années après le 
célèbre rapport Parent, l’éducation 
éprouve jenc.or,e fipft fi;

si révolution, les progrès et les réfor- 
mes ont été d'importance, ce sont les 
problèmes qui préoccupent aujourd’hui 
l'attention. 

Mongeau a su se servir de la tribune 
qui lui était offerte pour vanter cer- 
taines "réussites du système 
d'éducation québécois": la 

démocratisation du système non 
seulement au primaire et au secondaire 
mais aussi au niveau de l'enseignement 
collégial et universitaire; la diversité 
croissante des options pour miéux 
individualiser l'éducation des élèves; 
une meilleure réponse du milieu 
universitaire aux besoins d’une société 
technologique et scientifique; un 
meilleur accès à l'enseignement supé- 
rleur (1 1 1) et finalement une participation 
accrue des parents. 



Pour ce. qui est du secondaire, on 
affirme que "le projet éducatif est le 
projet collectif prioritaire en 1979." 
Cette devise se propose d'en finir avec 
l’isolement de l'éducation et d'ajuster 
ses structures à une société québécoise 
en mutation. Les propositions de M. 
Houde visent à adapter l’éducation en 
agissant sur lés plans intellectuel, 
physique, psychologique, social, 
économique et moral: encore ici, tout ce 
dossier se veut un guide, un outil de 
travail pour les éducateurs. 

Les parents eux aussi retroussent 
leurs manches. ..Partie fondamentale 
des réformes anticipés, les parents 
doivent continuer à occuper la place 
grandissante qu’ils se sont taillés dans 
le système d’éducation depuis les an- 
nées ’60. C'est d'ailleurs une des prê- 
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Le thème l'éducation retrousse ses 
manches, ajoute Mongeau, a une 
connotation de réflexion, de retour sur 
l’évolution passée. Présence active au 
cours de la réforme des années’60, 
l’AEQ, dit-il, se retrouve encore au carre- 
four des nouvelles Initiatives. Cette 
chrétienne, la campagne de l’AEQ est 
ce que Mongeau nomme “le second 
souffle," un travail et une mise au point 
qui a pour but de relancer l'évolution 
entreprise . . . 

Primaire et secondaire 

L'éducation retrousse ses manches 
est clairement (voire uniquement...)

Caractérisée 
par un humanisme à forte saveur 
crétienne, la campagne de l’AEQ est 
axée sur le côté philosophique de 
l'éducation plutôt que son niveau 
structurel ou technique: elle porte son 
emphase sur les "valeurs" qui ÿ sont 
enseignées.

Enseignement collégial 

L’analyse de l’enseignement collégial 
reprend, autour du récent livre blanc sur 
le sujet publié à l’automne 1978, le leit- 
motif de la nécessité d’une éducation 
aux valeurs, des valeurs à offrir... 

Les deux personnes du collège 
Bourchemin qui ont fait l’étude ap- 
puient certaines recommandations du 
livre blanc, entre autres une définition 
plus précise des cours de philosophie 
et de français ainsi que les mécanismes 
d’évaluation. Selon eux les valeurs vont 
permettre "de retrouver notre route" 
(comme les étoiles . . .). L’excellence, 
l’authenticité, le respect de la vie, et "la 
personne avant toute chose" (slogan 
bien connu) sont les ’valeurs’ à 
améliorer. 

Diagnostic peu optimiste, l’analyse 
propose une réforme morale, et récuse 
une transformation structurelle qui ne 
pourrait que "changer le mal de place." 
Ils prônent un retour à la personne . 
plutôt qu’une refonte des institutions. 
Et, comme la mentionnaient les

Cela confirme la ligne directrice des 
objectifs, soit une réforme des 
“valeurs, (réforme pour le moins 
subjective et quelque peu inopportune... 

Education des adultes 

L’éducation des adultes est devenue 
une préoccupation majeure au Québec 
depuis quelques années: l’AEQ y a 
d’ailleurs consacré un dossier, sous la 
plume de Jean Roy. 

L’éducation des adultes reçoit des 
crédits de l’ordre de 110 millions de 
dollars du Ministère de l’Education 
quoique ce dernier n’ait pas défini de 
politique à son sujet actuellement. 
Roy précise qu’elle se donne dans les 
cégeps, les commissions scolaires, les 
différents organismes populaires et 
(évidemment) les différentes facultés 
d’éducation permanente (FEP) des 
universités québécoises. 

Helon Jacques-Yvan Morin, 
l’éducation des adultes a connu un 
évolution notoire au Québec: décen- 
tralisation et diversité des services, 
meilleur équilibre entre formation 
générale et formation professionnelle. 
Le ministre Morin a ajouté que son 
ministère consacrera 120.8 millions en 
1978-79 et que de nouvelles politiques 
seraient en vigueur cette année. 

M. Beauchemin, président du Conseil 
Supérieur de l’Education, souligne que 
l’éducation des adultes s’ouvre sur 
l’éducation permanente. Les projets 
sont établis, mais plusieurs problèmes 
touchent entre autres les femmes, les 
jeunes gens et les groupes socio- 
économiques défavorisés. 

L’université 

Si le domaine universitaire n'occupe 
pas la place d'honneur de cette 
Semaine de l'Education axée prin- 
cipalement sur “l’enfant,” il en fait tout 
de même partie intégrante. L’AEQ ne l’a 
pas négligé et a rédigé un dossier 
à son sujet. Le thème de réflexion est la 
"formation des maîtres," problème 
latent des facultés d'éducation au 
Québec, qui fait d'ailleurs l'objet de 
critiques à la Commission Dion 
(Commission d’étude sur l’avenir de 
l'Université Laval). 

Quoique la semaine s'intéresse à 
l’éducation universitaire, elle n'en 
touche qu'un seul aspect, soit celui de 
l'éducateur: il est cependant essentiel. 
"La vraie éducation commence par 
celle de l’éducateur." On étudie 
l'université, certes, mais uniquement en 
fonction des enseignements que 
reçoivent les professeurs qui y sont 
formés (et qu'lis dispenseront aux autres 
niveaux...). 

Lucien Morin pense qu’un 
"revirement s’impose, car la formation 
des maîtres et une faillite sur plusieurs 
plans". ' 

Bien que de mauvaises langues 
prônent l’effacement tota[ du maître, 
ajoute Morin, l'éducateur dempure une 
partie indispensable à tous les niveaux 
de l'enseignement. La notion de maître, 
constate-t-il, est de plus en plus vide ou 
légale: le prétexte de ne pas brimer la 
liberté : ou de ne pas inculquer de 
valeurs aux jeunes esprits confirme 
cette tendance, précise l'auteur. L'AEQ 
rejette cela et opte pour une ligne qui 
revalorise “renseignement des valeurs".

Au Québec 

Un cinéma d’avenir

Le cinéma québécois est 
silencieux, du moins il le 
semble. 

Mis à part quelques films qui 
sortent de nos frontières, la 
grande majorité des films qué- 
bécois n'atteignent qu’une mi- 
norité, ceux du milieu comme 
on dit. 

J'ai demandé à un tout jeune 
cinéaste, dont le film a été 
projeté lors du 7eme Festival 
du cinéma québécois, quelles 
étalent les possibilités pour 
quelqu'un qui débute dans ce 
métier. 

Yves Slngelals a fait un film. 
A vingt ans-, on fait plutôt des 
études "sérieuses" qui nous 
permettront d'obtenir une bon- 
ne job dans quelques années. 
Pour lui, sa vie sera dans 
l’univers cinématographique. 
Avec des moyens de fortune, il 
a réalisé non pas un chef- 
d'oeuvre, mais un film qui se 
tient debout et qui sait capter 
l’attention. 

"Maudite race de bâtard", 
film à saveur historique, n’est 
pas aussi aggressif que peut le 
laisser supposer le titre. C'est 
plutôt une peinture d'époque de 
la vie au Québec en 1838, 
quand les “canadiens” se bat- 
taient pour obtenir un droit de 
représentation aux assem- 
blées. Dans un cadré de Vieille- 
France, des habitants sup- 
portent les affres de la guerre et 
continuent de vivre parce qu'il 
le faut bien. 

Tous les acteurs sont des 
professionnels de nos théâtres 
et de nos émissions de télé, et 
ils travaillent tous bénévole- 
ment. Même que certains ont 
contribuées financièrement, 
faute de fonds. 

Yves nous raconte la diffi- 
culté de trouver de l’argent 
quand on sort d’un CEGEP et 
qu’on a l'idée de faire un film. 
Il faisait du théâtre depuis 



naissait absolument rien au 
cinéma. Il s'engage dans un 
petit cours pour apprendre 
l'ABCde la technique et se 
présente à l'ONF avec l'ébau- 
che de son oeuvre. Sans 
relation ("pushing"), Il frappa 
plusieurs fols à la porte et 
finalement réussit à vendre son 
projet. 

Des 80 films présentés à 
'l’ONF chaque mois, seul un 
petit nombre seront jugés 
créditables. 

Il a reçu $16000 pour son film: 
$10000 du gouvernment provin- 
cial, $6000 de l’ONF. Il faut se 
débrouiller avec cette somme 
pour sortir un film potable. 
Pourtant, d’après Slngelals, le 
cinéma québécois est viable et 
mérite un meilleur support de la 
part du gouvernement.

. l’article suivant qui traite de la 
névrose féminine en tant que 
partie Intégrante du phénomè- 
ne du cycle physique féminin. 
Vraiment il s’agit là de l’opinion 
d’une psychologue "conscienti- 
sée” et il est difficile de croire 
que toutes pourront s’y recon- 
naître. 

Ensuite plusieurs bons artic- 
les assez courts se succèdent.

• Il y aura également à chaque 
publication un témoignage 
d’une lectrice "inspirée".- Le 
témoignage de ce premier 
numéro adoptait le fameux 
style "Margaret Trudeau". “J’ai 
quitté mon mari, mes 5 enfants 
et je me suis retrouvée dans 
une maison d’acceuil pour 
femmes seules, enfin je suis 
libre!”, un peu pathétique en 
fait de libération. 

L’article sur le Wen-Do, le 
“self-defense" pour la femme 
est très intéressant dans la 
mesure où il donne quelques 
bons trucs face aux situations 
difficiles, voir pénibles, aux- 
quelles toutes les femmes sont 
sujettes à un moment ou un 
autre de leur vie. Mais l’article 
vire au ridicule en traitant 
d'agression l’acte de siffler une 
femme, ou de prendre trop de 
place sur un banc d'autobus.

Tout cela se gobe plus ou 
moins bien mais II y a pour 
comble un article d’une sexolo- 
gue qui se soucie des men- 
struations, oh grand mystère 
de la vie féminine! Alors je dis 
si recettes et mode sont 
“popotte domestique" et bien 
menstruations sont "popotte 
féministe". D'ailleurs, après les 
propos de Germaine Greer sur 
le sujet (que je ne citerai pas 
pour ne point choquer person- 
ne) il n’est pas surprenant qu'il 
n’y ait aucune révélations ma- 
jeures.

"Femme du Québec" con- 
tient de Ijons articles mais c'est 
le clou qu'elle enfonce à gros 
coups de masse tout au long de 
ses pages qui distrait de ses 
objectifs toutefois bien valab- 
les.

Comme 
le dit Grand'Maison nous avons une 
pléiade de “formateurs sans âmes." M. 
Morin parle de former des "maîtres 
d'humanité," et se fait l'avocat d'un 
redressement des valeurs humaines, 
d'une "éducation aux valeurs." 

Morin propose une liste exhaustive 
de recommandations pour rehausser la 
formation et l’efficacité des maîtres.

Conclusion et critique 

Cet aperçu de la Semaine de 
l’Education laisse présager une somme 
appréciable de travail à faire. . .

The budget situation was desperate. 

Bell's first responsibility was to achieve 
a 4.7% cut in the operating budget of 
the University.

In this, his last semester at McGill, 
Principal Robert Bell recalls that his 
appointment to the principal's chair In 
June of 1970 came as a surprise to the 
McGill community and was no less a 
surprise to Bell himself. He had after all 
served on the committee to select a new 
principal, and it wasn't until late into 
the academic year that the committee 
then considered, among other com- 
mittee members, Bell as a candidate. 
Faced with the dilemma of either 
declining this unanticipated ap- 
pointment and thus undoing a year of 
.committee work, or of accepting it as an 
unprepared candidate, Bell in the end 
chose the latter. 

"My resppnse at first was 
bewilderment. 1 was not a candidate for 
the job In the normal sense. I hadn’t 
prepared myself; I hadn’t a program; 
and i hadn't thought of what it was like 
to be a principal. There was no 
discussion of salary, pension, duration 
of appointment, or any of these things." 

Nevertheless, Bell accepted the 
appointment and took his chair in the 
administration of McGill university, 
replete with mahogany finished office, 
chauffeured Buick, and a six-million- 
dollar deficit, on August 23rd.

Next year s Daily Editorial Board will have to make some landmark 
decisions concerning how the paper is funded. 

• In early March the paper ran into financial difficulties so the 
Editorial Board approached the Judicial Board, the final In- 
terpreter of the Students’ Society Constitution, and asked for an 
extraordinary grant above and beyond the budget granted the 
paper by the Publications Board. 

The Judicial Board ruled the Daily did not have the right to 
appeal to Council for an extraordinary grant because, according to 
the bylaws that set up the Publications Board, all decisions of the 
Board were final, and could not be changed by Council. 

The Daily editors then pleaded with the Judicial Board that If the 
Publications Board's final budget suggestion could not be added 
to by Council, then the Publications Board bylaw was un- 
constitutional because according to 4.3.3 of the Constitution, the 
Students' Council is to have full and final authority over the 
finances of the Students' Society. 

This time the Judicial Board agreed with the Daily, and ruled the 
Publications Board's binding powers unconstitutional. 

After hearing the decision, StudSoc prez Gary Eisen was quick 
to tell me that the Daily “fucking well gets whatever-Council 
decides to give it." Other councillors were more polite, but they 
also wondered why the Daily would want to "cut its own throat," 
or "dig its own grave." 

Well, the answer is we wanted to do it before anyone else did it. 
The weakness was there in the Constitution, and it was probably 
better for it to be exposed now than to have it sprung on the paper 
next winter. 

The staff will now have to decide if they want to use the 
situation to go for full autonomy from the Students' Society, which 
would entail levying a special Daily fee directly from the students. 
On the other hand, the Constitution could be amended to allow 
power over the Daily budget to be delegated to the Publications 
Board. The Daily has since set up an autonomy committee to 
study the various possibilities. 

It is hoped next year's Council will not take advantage of the 
Daily's temporary vulnerability. The new councillors seem to be 
relatively moderate and constructive, if we are to believe their pen 
sketches. Certainly, none has expressed the vindictiveness of the 
outgoing president.

What if there’s no brain? 

To the Daily: 

As we all know only, too well, 
the days of turbulent torture, 
which our administration refers 
to as the exam period, is tough 
enough on those of us lucky 
enough to have been born 
geniuses, let alone the average 
student. However, very few are 
aware of the fact that there are 
some persons, particularly 
those of us who were born with 
some slight physical handicap, 
for whom the simple task of 
writing an exam presents some 
very special difficulties. For- 
tunately, McGill, throughout its 
history has had a policy of 
providing such persons with 
special considerations, in order 
to assure them equal footing 
with their peers. 

According to Prof. Michael 
Herschorn, Dean of Students, 
there Is no set policy for such 
considerations. Instead, these 
cases tend to be dealt with on a 
personal basis with the various 
deans of the departments look- 
ing after the students in their 
programs. 

For example, Mrs. Isobel 
Oswald, the administrative as- 
sistant to the Faculty of Arts, 
handles such cases in arts, 
sciences, and management, 
while Prof. William Foster 



performs the same function in 
the Faculty of Law, and so forth. 
This great amount of flexibility 
allows the various departments 
to give each person the right 
amount of aid, without giving 
him an unfair advantage over 
his peers. 

These services may range 
from a simple elimination of a 
conflict in the examination 
schedule, to allowing a student 
a little extra time In order to 
allow him to make his hand- 
writing presentable, to allotting 
a student a typewriter, or some 
other device he may need. 

As to the track record of the 
programme, these considera- 
tions have allowed persons to 
succeed who otherwise may 
not have been able to achieve 
their potential. Some years 
ago, for example, by providing 
a little extra light, a young man, 
who was legally blind, was able 
to obtain his doctoral degree in 
science.

Lincoln Rosner wrote a letter to 
the Dally (29 March, 1979) 
claiming that the disruption of 
the meeting in which the 
Chinese Ambassador will give a 
talk is a just action because the 
Chinese troops were fighting In 
Vietnamese land at that time. 
Another letter to the Daily by 
two Vietnamese students (Ngu- 
yen and Doan) appeared on the 
same day pointed out that “this 
Is not the first time at McGill 
that a meeting has been 
dlsrupted’TThis simply Implies 
that their barbarous action Is 
not only precedented but 
should be highly justified. This 
stupid statement is just as 
ridiculous as to say that there 
have been thousands of people 
being murdered. 

Undoubtedly, China did per- 
form limited military operation 
on Vietnamese land during the 
16-day border war. This Is, 
however, the Inevitable conse- 
quence of the practice of 
regional hegemonism and anti- 
China actions by the Viet- 
namese leadership In the past 
two years. Under the direct or 
Indirect Influence of the Soviet 
Union, Vietnamese government 
have been continuously per- 
secuted hundred of thousands 
of oversea-Chlnese In Vietnam 
whom have resided In Vietnam 
for centuries and some of these 
people have even sacrificed 
their lives for the victory of 
Vietnam during .the prolong 
anti-American war. The Viet- 
namese government have forc- 
ed at least 400,000 of Chinese, 
the overhwelming majority are 
residents In North Vietnam, 
back to China. The sudden 
influx of refugees creates tre- 
mendous difficulties to the 
current modernization program 
carrying out In China. In 
accordance to Soviet hege- 
monic strategy In South Asia, 
the Vietnamese frontier sol- 
diers and armed militia created 
over 700 border Incidents since 
1976; during which at least 300 
Chinese frontier personnel and 
civilians had been killed or 
severely wounded. In addition, 
Vietnam smashed the Cam- 
bodian Army by sending 
100,000 well-trained, American 



plus Soviet-equipped soldiers 
to Cambodian land last year. 
Now the Vietnamese army 
completely controls the land 
and rules the Cambodian 
people through a puppet gov- 
ernment. The massive con- 
demnations on the aggression 
from the U.N. and almost all 
countries except those under 
Soviet Influence unfortunately 
showed no effect on Viet- 
namese Expansionism. Need- 
less to say, Vietnamese oc- 
cupation In Cambodia severely 
threatens the tranquility of Asia 
and the security of China. 
Since international political 
resolutions 'make no effort (as 
usual!) to stop the Vietnamese 
aggression, China has no 
choice except to perform a 
limited operation to weaken the 
powerful Vietnamese military 
strength which Is currently 
stretching its hands into Aslan 
countries (e.g. Cambodia). 

China claimed that the action 
will be only a "limited" one and 
they do not want a single inch 
of Vietnamese land. The dis- 
rupters In the meeting shouted 
"China go home". Now, the 
Chinese troo.ps have gone 
home after teaching Vietnam a 
lesson. I would like to ask when 
will the Vietnamese troops 
(1 00,000 of them) go home from 
Cambodia. Whether they will 
really go home, or make home 
in Cambodia will tell the people 
in the world that who is the real 
aggressor.

On March 13, a group of people 
sabotaged an evening with the 
Chinese Ambassador to Can- 
ada. Since then, a petition has 
been circulated to "strongly 
protest the ruthless sabotage 
of campus meetings” and we, 
of the Canadian Communist 
League (Marxlst-Lenlnlst) sup- 
port this. We feel that It is 
important that these saboteurs 
be clearly identified. They were 
members of the Union of 
Vietnamese In Canada, the 
fascist gang which calls itself 
the Communist Party of Can- 
ada (Marxlst-Lenlnlst) and, 



most conspicuously, the Com- 
munist Party of Canada (CPC). 

What was behind their ac- 
tions? First, the CPC (once a 
revolutionary party) Is now a 
mouthpiece for the USSR, and 
China Is playing a major role in 
exposing this country as an 
aggressive, capitalist super- 
power. The Soviet Union Is on 
the offensive all over the globe, 
preparing to .launch a world 
war. The USSR foments coups, 
(Afghanistan, South Yemen), 
stirs up wars (Ethlopia-Som- 
alla), North-South Yemen) and 
send KGB agents everywhere. 
Pretending to be friends, they 
have infiltrated revolutionary 
movements and taken them 
over, as in Angola, which is 
now a Soviet dependency. It 
steps in where U.S. Imperial- 
ism has been thrown out, as in 
Cuba, and established eco- 
nomic dependencies. It uses 
Cuban troops to further its 
aggressive aims in Africa (Eri- 
trea, Angola). 

The Union of Vietnamese In 
Canada acts as a spokesman 
for the Vietnamese govern- 
ment, which is now closely tied 
to the Soviet Union economi- 
cally (Joined Soviet’s COME- 
CON in 1978) and militarily 
(military pact In 1978). As the 
Chinese point out, Vietnam is 
now playing the role of "Asia’s 
Cuba". Armed to the teeth with 
Soviet weapons, they have 
taken over Kampuchea (Cam- 
bodia) with 150,000 troops, 
sent 50,000 others Into Laos, 
and made countless border 
Incursions against China. The 
CPC tries to paint the Viet- 
namese as victims of Chinese 
aggression, but the only vic- 
tims are the Laotian, Kampu- 
chean, and Vietnamese people 
—the latter, of the aggressive 
policies of Hanoi’s leaders who 
sold out the independence and 
peace the people fought so 
long for. 

With the Soviet Union and Its 
client states on the offensive 
internationally, their spokes- 
men in Canada try to cover It 
up. Front groups like the 
Canadian "Peace” Congress 
and the Canadian Aid for Viet- 
nam Civilians hide the Soviet- 
backed Vietnamese aggression 
and condemn China's Just 
counterattack. When the am- 



bassâdôrïïômsôcîaîîs^Cmnâ 
was Invited to McGill, they did 
their best to prevent him from 
speaking, in order to prevent 
the USSR from being exposed. 

The CPC-(M-L), on the other 
hand has a long history of 
attacking progressive organiza- 
tions particularly those who 
support China. They intimidate 
people physically and serve 
only to discredit real commun- 
ists. 

The sabotage of the meeting 
with the Chinese Ambassador 
should not go unchallenged. 
Wang Dung should be invited 
back next September and pro- 
gressive students should come 
out to show' support for his 
right to speak and to support 
China.

Dubeau 
feels that since all of his department's 
money comes from Student Service 
fees (40% of all S.S. fees) that his 
priorities should lie in the areas where 
the most students are involved and this 
means the first three areas mentioned.

First of all they provide an educational 
basis for the talented to participate In 
the major (completely financed) sports 
of football, men's and women’s basket- 
ball, men’s hockey, soccer, swimming 
and diving, and field hockey. Secondly, 
they are the largest source of public 
relations for the school. Thirdly, the 
program attracts athletes who attract

As a result of this, a Facilities 
Development Committee has been 
formed. As Chairman, Dubeau feels, 
but does not foresee optimistically that 
the following are needed: 1) a new 
double or triple gym ; 2) an Olymplc-slze 
pool with bulkhead; 3) 8-12 new squash 
or racketball courts; 4) 6-8 new tennis 
courts; _5) outdoor fields redone; 6) new 
women’s lockers; 7) new weight train- 
ing room; 8) new dance studio; 9) 
multi-purpose teaching areas; and 10) 
new office space. (How about the 
Brooklyn Bridge?) 

This would Involve a $10-15 million 
expenditure, but four other Quebec uni- 
versities have done It and Dubeau feels 
that "McGill is a way behind the times". 
This new complex would preferably be 
near the main campus and Sherbrooke 
Street so that people and students In 
the Immediate area would use It and
